Eighty-Third  Session — 1904. 


The  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  assembled  for  its 
eighty-third  session  with  the  Parker  Memorial  church,  in  Annis- 
ton,  Alabama,  on  Wednesday,  July  20,  1904,  at  9  a.  m.,  with  H. 
S.  D.  Mallory,  President,  presiding,  and  Wm.  A.  Davis,  as  Secre- 
tary. 

2.  J.  R.  Mag-ill  conducted  the  devotional  exercises. 

3.  Delegates  were  enrolled  as  their  names  appear  at  end  of 
these  proceedings,  the  list  including  all  who  reported  during  the 
session. 

4.  Officers  were  elected  as  follows,  H»  S.  D.  Mallory  having 
declined  a  re-election  as  President  after  serving  for  past  five  years;

5.  A  motion  by  J.  V.  Dickinson  that  the  President  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself,  except  for  one 
term,  was  laid  on  the  table.

REPORT    OF    THE    STATE    BOARD    OF    MISSIONS    TO    THE    BAPTIST 
STATE    CONVENTION    OF    ALABAMA. 

Twelve  years  ago  the  convention  met  in  the  city  of  Anniston.  Many  sad 
changes  have  taken  place  since  that  time.  Some  of  tne  strong  men  of  that 
Jay  have  gone  to  their  reward:  others  removed  from  the  state. 

But  there  are  many  things  to  cheer  us.  Comparing  the  report  we  bring 
to  the  Convention  today  with  the  one  made  then  will  be  most  encouraging. 
Then  we  gave  for  state  missions  $7,617,  now  $12,920;  then  we  gave  for  Home 
Missions  $4,034,  now  we  report  $9,826;  then  we  gave  for  Foreign  Missions 
$6,217,  now  $16,916.  Then  our  Board's  total  collections  were  $19,197,  now 
$42,511.     It  may  be  interesting  to  deal  a  little  further  with  matters. 

HISTORICAL. 

In  1871,  just  thirty-three  years  ago,  in  the  city  of  Montgom- 
ery, the  Convention  appointed  a  Sunday  School  Board  to  be  lo- 
cated at  Talladega.  This  was  the  beginning  of  State  Mission 
work.  In  the  Minutes  for  that  year,  the  Committee  on  Sunday 
Schools,  after  diligent  investigation,  were  able  to  report  only  148 
Sunday  Schools  and  7069  pupils.  The  statistics  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  report  for  Alabama  this  year  911  schools  with 
an  enrollment  of  56341.  In  1871  Alabama's  contribution  for  Foreign  Missions 
was  $1,720  and  from  the  whole  South  $27,254;  for  Home  Missions  $694  and 
from  all  the  States  $7,850.  Only  a  brief  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  1872 
was  printed.  Alabama's  contribution  for  Foreign  Missions  in  1873  was  $2,301, 
for  Home  Missions  $4,882.  The  total  from  all  sources  was,  for  Foreign 
Missions  $22,263,  and  for  Home  Misions  $27,199.  The  last  reports  from  these 
Boards  show  for  Home  Missions  from  Alabama  $10,066,  and  from  all  the 
States  $121,183;  for  Foreign  Missions  from  Alabama  $18,025,  from  all  States 
$247,629.  In  that  year,  1873,  T.  C.  Boykin,  the  Secretary  and  Evangelist 
of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  reported  $1,078  collected.  This  is  the  first  amount 
on  record  as  distinctly  for  work  in  Alabama. 

The  organization  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  emphasized  the  importance 
of  having  a  medium  of  communication  in  the  State.  In  the  Convention  at 
Tuskaloosa,  1873,  steps  were  taken  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a  paper 
and  at  the  Convention  in  Marion,  1874,the  paper  was  announced.  At  that 
session  the  Sunday  School  Board  was  changed  to  the  State  Mission  Board, 
moved  to  Selma,  and  T.  M.  Bailey  became  its  first  Corresponding  Secretary, 
^vith  his  office  at  Marion.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  this  is  the  32nd  report 
of  this  Board. 

The  report  for  this  year,  looked  at  from  any  stand  point,  is 

MOST   GRATIFYING. 

In  comparing  the  receipts  this  year  with  those  of  last  year,  we  must 
bear  in  mind  that  last  year  extended  over  thirteen  months  and  this  year 
scarcely  twelve  months.  The  receipts  are  not  so  large  as  we  had  hoped,  but 
the  increase  for  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  of  $3,528,  as  reported  at  Nashville, 
somewhat  compensates  for  no  large  increase  in  State  Missions.  The  number 
of  employees  exceed  those  of  last  year  and  the  results  of  their  labors  are 
correspondingly  increased. 

Most  of  the  churches,  after  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  seem  to  suffer 
a  collapse.  This  is  especialy  true  o  fthe  large  churches  in  our  cities.  Our 
June  contributions  reached  $1900.  Very  much  of  this  came  in  small  contribu- 
tions from  weak  churches. 

More  and  more  the  churches  are  taking  hold  of  the 

PLAN   OF   APPORTIONMENT. 
Some  of  the  Associations  are  timid  about   increasing  the   amount   each  year. 


It  is  very  easy  for  a  church  or  Association  to  become  tied  to  a  certain  small 
amount  and  year  after  year  cling  to  it,  regardless  of  increased  knowledge, 
increased  needs  and  increased  ability.  We  know  churches  which  have  been 
giving  $100  a  year  to  their  pastors  for  a  once  a  month  service.  Times  have 
changed  for  the  better;  their  membership  increased  in  numbers,  they  have 
grown  in  intelligence  and  financial  ability,  but  the  salary  remains  the  same. 
The  same  is  often  true  of  Associations  and  their  pledges.  Each  year  the 
apportionment  ought  to  be  increased  for  the  demands  are  increasing  and  the 
ability  of  the  people  to  give  is  increasing  also.  Liberality  will  grow  with 
the  years,  if  faithful  instruction  from  God's  word  is  given  and  opportunities 
are  furnished  at  regular  intervals  for  contributing. 

The  Secretary  has  prepared  and  put  before  the  pastors  and  churches  a 
well  devised 

SCHEDULE, 

which  we  hope  will  be  studied.  If  everything  is  to  receive  due  attention  at 
the  proper  time,  it  is  important  that  some  plan  shall  be  fallen  upon  "to  give 
to  each  its  portion  in  due  season. ' ' 

With  the  schedule  of  the  Association  tacked  up  in  every  church  building 
everybody  would  know  the  objects  for  which  collections  would  be  taken  each 
Sunday.  The  representative  of  each  interest  would  have  before  him  a  complete 
schedule  of  all  the  Associations  and  could  easily  furnish  needed  information 
just  at  the  time  when  his  particular  interest  was  before  the  churches  of  any 
of  the  Associations. 

.  Some  churches  have  adopted  the  plan  of  prorating  the  contributions  for 
benevolence.  This  is  a  good  plan  but  the  contributors  make  their  offerings 
without  the  stimulus  of  the  pastor's  appeal,  which  they  would  have,  if  on 
certain  Sundays  certain  objects  were  before  the  church. 

Another  plan  suggested,  which  seems  to  work  satisfactorily  in  some  of 
the  States,  is  to  divide  the  State,  the  year  and  the  objects  into  four  parts.  So 
,that  no  two  sections  of  the  State  would  be  working  for  the  same  objects  during 
the  same  quarter.  This  matter  of  a  systematic  plan  is  of  so  much  importance 
we  would  recommend  that  the  Convention  appoint  a  committee  of  our  wisest 
brethren,  who  shall  study  the  question  and  submit  a  plan  to  the  churches  for 
their  approval. 

In  many  quarters  the  subject  of 

EVANGELISM 

is  being  discussed.  The  discussion  is  timely.  God  seems  to  be  moving  all 
hearts  in  the  same  direction.  We  believe  that  pastor-evangelists  can  do 
the  most  efficient  and  lasting  work;  but  there  is  need  in  Alabama  of  several 
men  who  can  devote  their  whole  time  to  holding  meetings.  There  are  dozens 
of  places  where  good  meetings  would  redeem  the  cause,  which  now  seems  to 
be  in  a  hopeless  state. 

For  many  months  before  it  was  announced  that  this  subject  would  be 
made  prominent  before  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  numerous  Associa- 
tions had  provided  for  the  purchase  of  tents  to  aid  them  in  their  evangelistic 
efforts.  Some  great  meetings  have  already  been  held  and  before  the  summer 
is  over,  the  tent  meetings  are  going  to  be  the  talk  of  everybody.  It  is  notori- 
ous that  thousands  in  the  country  and  in  the  city  have  ceased  to  attend  the 
regular  services  at  the  house  of  God.  Many  of  these  will  attend  the  tent 
meetings  and  be  won  back  to  the  Master's  service.  Through  the  tent  meetings 
our  pastors  will  find  the  long  lost  evangelistic  fervor  which  used  to  characterize 
our  fathers,  and,  above  and  beyond  all  this,  many  precious  souls  will  be  saved. 
Every  Association,  which  has  force  to  man  it,  should  have  a  tent. 


OUR  WOMAN'S  WORK. 

is  most  hopeful.  The  women  of  Alabama  gave  the  past  year  $7,384.60,  Boxes 
$3,210.40.  We  are  congratulating  ourselves  on  the  increase  in  Alabama  for 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  It  is  not  generally  known  that  this  is  almost 
entirely  due  to  our  noble  women.  Mrs.  Hamilton,  our  State  organizer,  where 
she  gets  a  chance  at  the  women  and  children,  makes  a  fine  impression.  Some 
brethren  are  slow  to  answer  her  letters,  others  forget,  and  so  she  often  has 
difficulty  in  arranging  her  programme. 

There  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  have  women  Missionaries  in  all  our 
factory  and  mining  towns.  Indeed,  every  church  of  any  size  in  a  city  ought 
to  have  one  or  more.  Our  Women's  Societies  will  soon  be  giving  enough  to 
support  numbers  of  consecrated  Missionaries  of  their  sex  at  important  centers. 
These  Godly  women  Missionaries  can  reach  the  women  and  children  in  their 
homes  more  easily  than  can  a  male  misionary.  If  we  save  the  children  of 
indifferent  parents,  we  have  done  much  for  the  glory  of  Christ.  Many  times, 
in  saving  the  children,  we  save  their  fathers  and  mothers  too. 

We  are  persuaded  after  much  studying  of  the  situation  that  the  plan  we 
have  fallen  on  in  Alabama  for  assisting 

THE  COLORED  PEOPLE 

is  the  best.  Brother  W.  H.  McAlpine,  a  man  of  good  education  and  fine 
character,  who  is  universally  respected  by  whites  and  blacks,  teaches  the  young 
ministers,  numbering  thirty,  in  the  Selma  University,  through  the  session, 
and  gives  the  whole  of  his  vacations  to  Institute  work  among  the  preachers 
of  his  race.  If  the  negroes  of  the  South  are  saved,  their  preachers  must  be 
the  instruments  which  God  will  use.  Money  put  in  their  instruction  and  train- 
ing, by  consecrated  men  of  ability,  experience  and  unquestioned  piety,  will 
accomplish  more  for  this  dependent  race  than  any  other  way. 

How  far  the  Convention  should  go  in  establishing  and  maintaining 

MISSION  SCHOOLS 
is  an  important  question.  Your  Board  is  firmly  persuaded  of  the  wisdom  of 
the  movement.  Other  denominations  are  planting  schools  in  the  territory 
which  is  now  dominated  by  Baptists.  Their  patronage  will  come  largely  from 
Baptists.  If  our  children  in  these  regions  are  saved  to  even  the  faith  of  their 
fathers,  they  must  receive  their  Academic  training  in  Baptist  schools.  If 
these  schools  are  to  be  only  nominally  Christian  and  nominally  Baptist,  it 
is  folly  to  maintain  them.  It  is  a  question  if  such  schools  do  not  do  more 
harm  than  good.  But  granting  that  they  can  be  made  Baptist  schools,  pre- 
eminently Christian,  how  many  of  them   shall  we  have? 

We  have  now  two,  splendidly  located, — one  in  the  North-east  and  the 
other  in  the  South-west. 

SCOTTSBORO   BAPTIST    INSTITUTE, 

situated  at  the  County  seat  of  Jackson  County,  has  had  104  pupils,  not  so 
many  as  in  previous  years,  but  more  from  the  surrounding  country.  We  believe 
the  Baptists  of  the  country  are  going  to  give  the  school  a  better  patronage. 
To  encourage  such  patronage  we  suggest  that  the  Tennessee  river,  Muscle 
Shoals,  Liberty,  Marshall,  Mt.  Carmel,  Cherokee,  Cedar  Bluff  and  Cherokee 
County  Associations  be  requested  each  to  appoint  a  Trustee  of  Scottsboro 
Baptist  Institute,  these  to  co-operate  with  the  five  appointed  by  the  convention. 
Prof.  L.  T.  Grogan  is  a  conscientious,  painstaking  teacher.  He  is  much 
encouraged  by  the  prospects  for  the  coming  year.  The  property  is  in  good 
shape  except  the  fence  around  the  Campus.  We  learn  there  is  a  movement  on 
foot  among  the  Baptist  ladies  of  the  town  to  have  a  new  fence  erected.  We  are 
sadly  in  need  of  a  house  where  boys  might  come,  bring  their  bedding  and  form 
messes  among  themselves  and  thus  get   their  board   at  the   cheapest   possible 


rates.     We   are  trying  to  get  fifty   scholarships   at   $25   each,  which   may  be 
offered  to  poor  boys  and  girls  who  are  ambitious  for  learning. 
The  property  at 

HEALING    SPKINGS, 

consisting  of  sixty  acres  of  pine  land  with  a  two-story  frame  building,  was 
turned  over  to  the  Board,  free  of  debt,  as  agreed  upon  at  Troy,  and  the  proper 
transfers  made.  Since  taking  possession,  Brother  J.  B.  Hamberlin  and  wife 
have  deeded  to  the  Convention  forty  acres  more,  so  that  we  now  have  one 
hundred  acres  of  land.  A  milling  Company  offers  us  a  good  price  for  all  the 
pine  timber  on  the  land.  Brethren  on  the  ground,  who  know  about  such 
things  and  who  are  interested  in  the  school,  advise  us  to  sell  at  the  price 
offered.  This  we  are  inclined  to  do,  but  we  need  authority  from  this  Conven- 
tion to  execute  proper  papers.  With  the  money  secured  from  this  sale  we  can 
erect  a  much  needed  dining  room,  kitchen  and  music  room.  We  will  need  a 
cheap  building  for  a  boy's  Dormitory  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get  board 
in  the  neighborhood. 

We  have  secured  the  services  of  Rev.  W.  A.  Windham  as  Missionary 
pastor  at  Healing  Springs  church  and  as  prospective  principal  of  the  school 
to  open  in  September.  As  fast  as  the  facilities  can  be  had  we  ought  to  press 
the  industrial  feature  of  this  school,  which  was  the  original  intention  of  the 
wise  founder. 

It  might  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  report  also  that  a  Railroad,  to  run 
from  Memphis  to  Pensacola,  has  been  surveyed  in  the  last  few  months,  across 
the  corner  of  our  land.  From  the  best  information  we  can  obtain,  there  is 
a  very  strong  probability  that  the  road  will  be  built,  thereby  greatly  enhancing 
the  value  of  our  property  and  bringing  new  settlers  into  the  unsettled  portions 
of  Washington  and  Choctaw  Counties,  which  are  now  occupied  by  vast  pine 
forests.  We  would  suggest  that  the  Convention  request  the  Clark  County, 
Bigbee,  Antioch,  Washington  and  Mobile  Associations  to  appoint  a  Trustee 
each  to  co-operate  with  the  five  appointed  by  the  Convention,  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Healing  Springs  Baptist  Institute. 

BIBLE     AND     COLPORTAGE. 

We  have  many  applications  for  the  appointment  of  Colporters  in  the 
Associations,  but  we  frequently  have  to  decline  to  appoint  them  for  the  want 
of  means.  Whert  the  Associations,  through  their  Executive  Committees, 
make  a  straight  forward  business  proposition,  proposing  to  furnish  the 
necessary  money,  we  gladly  enter  into  such  an  arrangement.  We  will  have 
to  abandon  all  semblance  of  the  credit  system.  A  large  colportage  fund  was 
once  lost  largely  in  this  way  and  we  could  soon  sink  every  dollar  we  have  by 
pursuing  the  same  method.  Even  where  the  Executive  Committees  have 
become  responsible  for  books,  payments  are  often  long  delayed. 

Some  students  are  working  this  summer,  receiving  their  pay  in  Bibles 
and  books.  This  we  think  is  a  good  plan.  The  books  must  be  sold  for  the 
Missionary  to  get  his  salary.  He  can  always,  with  the  display  of  suitable 
tact  and  energy,  get  for  the  books  what  he  is  to  pay  for  them.  In  this  way 
we  get  the  books  in  the  hands  of  the  people,  and  the  young  men  do  valuable 
Missionary  work  besides. 

Much  of  the  work  being  done  in  the  way  of  Bible  distribution,  of  which 
we  frequently  hear,  is  of  but  little  value.  On  Family  Bibles  great  profits 
can  be  made.  It  is  not  hard  to  persuade  the  head  of  a  family  that  he  must  have 
a  Family  Bible  on  account  of  the  Family  Record  it  contains.  Such  a  book 
is  seldom  read.  A  block  of  wood,  nicely  carved,  in  the  same  shape,  containing 
a  Family  Record,  would  do  almost  as  much  good.  Most  of  the  cheap  Family 
Bibles    are    filled    with    pictures,    some    of    them    almost    blasphemous.      The 


Almighty  is  often  represented  as  an  old  man  with  flowing  locks  and  long  grey- 
whiskers.  Children,  becoming  accustomed  to  these  pictures  in  the  Family 
Bible,  when  they  are  grown,  will  not  hesitate  to  hang  such  pictures  on  the- 
walls  of  their  dwellings.  The  opportunity  for  money  making  in  the  business; 
of  selling  books  and  Bibles  is  a  constant  temptation  to  a  colporter.  A  good 
student's  Bible  or  even  a  small  cheap  Bible,  is  likely  to  be  used  to  good  purpose. 
The  sale  of  these  we  encourage. 

There  is  a  place  for  real  colportage  work  and  where  the  right  man  can 
be  found  and  the  right  business  relations  secured,  your  Board  is  taking  hold 
of  it.  We  have  six  Colporters  this  year;  we  ought  to  have  at  least  fifty. 
Besides  these,  many  pastors  keep  on  hand  for  their  people,  Bibles  and  books. 
We  are  encouraging  this  method  of  voluntary  pastoral  colportage.  The 
Colportage  fund  was  so  small  a  few  years  ago  that  we  did  not  accurately 
account  for  it,  but  now  that  it  has  grown  to  something  over  $1200,  we  will 
in  future  give  a  more  detailed  report. 

We  are  mortified  at  the  very  small  contribution  made  to 

THE  AGED  AND  INFIBM  MINISTERS'  FUND. 

Only  five  churches  and  five  Associations  have  contributed  anything  to 
this  fund.  $51.26  covers  the  whole  contribution  for  the  year.  We  deal  out 
the  little  sum  entrusted  to  us  very  sparingly.  Twenty-five  dollars  a  year 
to  one  of  God's  old  servants  is  often  a  boon;  but  there  are  cases  where  that 
much  should  be  given  each  quarter.  Such  a  sum  would  be  sufficient  to  furnish 
the  necessary  clothing  and  go  far  towards  feeding  an  old  veteran.  If  a  schedule 
should  be  adopted,  this  long  neglected  object  would  be  before  the  churches 
at  least  one  Sunday  each  year. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  financial  statement  that 

NO    CHARGES 

are  made,  as  in  some  of  the  States,  against  the  Home  and  Foreign  Boards  for 
expenses.  All  the  office  expenses  are  charged  to  the  State  Mission  funds.  We 
think  that  is  right,  since  those  Boards  help  us  on  the  salary  of  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary.  The  postage  and  printing  accounts  will  always  be 
heavy  if  the  Secretary 's  office  keeps  in  touch  with  the  work  through  the 
mails.  The  tracts  and  minutes  and  circular  letters  seut  out  to  the  pastors 
and  clerks  of  churches  during  the  year  cost  much  time,  labor  and  money;  but 
it  is  all  well  spent.  It  ought  to  be  increased  rather  than  diminished.  Out  of" 
500  minutes  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  1500  of  the  State  for 
the  last  year,  there  are  not  more  than  half  a  dozen  of  each  in  the  Secretary's 
office  at  the  close  of  the  year.  They  have  been  put  in  the  hands  of  the  people. 
This  is  as  it  should  be. 
Our  relations  to  the 

BOARDS   OF   THE    SOUTHERN   BAPTIST    CONVENTION 

are  most  pleasant.  Our  Secretary  has  them  all  upon  his  heart  and  works 
unceasingly  for  them  and  they  recognize  the  value  of  his  services.  All  the 
literature  they  furnish  the  office  is  sent  out  without  a  cent  of  cost  to  them. 
The  Sunday  School  Board  continues  to  furnish  us  $300  worth  of  Bibles.  These 
are  used  both  in  our  Mission  and  Colportage  department.  Many  Bibles  have 
been  given  away,  where  parties  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  purchase  them. 

The  Home  Board,  besides  what  it  pays  on  Secretary's  salary,  will  appro- 
priate $300  to  our  general  work  and  $500  to  our  schools. 

The  Alabama  Baptist,  through  its  large  and  enlarging  circulation,  affords 
the  Secretary  a  fine  opportunity  to  keep  the  work  of  the  Board  before  the 
denomination,  which  he  gladly  avails  himself  of. 

Every  one  of  the 


EIGHTY    ASSOCIATIONS 

in  the  State  will  be  visited  this  year  at  their  annual  meeting,  in  the  interest 
of  Missions.  Not  one  third  of  them  can  be  reached  by  the  Corresponding 
Secretary,  but  brethren  will  be  secured  to  attend  where  he  cannot  go.  These 
are  seasons  of  enjoyment  to  the  Baptist  brotherhood  and  afford  the  best 
opportunity  for  discussing  before  the  Ministers  and  representatives  of  the 
•churches  the  work  we  are  attempting. 

Many  of  our  Associations  are  practically  out  of  touch  with  the  Convention 
— more  from  carelessness  than  otherwise.  With  but  one  or  two  exceptions, 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  is  heartily  welcomed  at  every  Association  and 
every  consideration  shown  him.  What  he  has  to  say  is  eagerly  listened  to, 
the  tracts  he  furnishes  are  readily  taken  and  through  the  year  he  has  pleasant 
■correspondence  with  many  of  the  pastors,  whose  acquaintance  he  made  at  the 
Associations.  Patient,  honest  work  in  a  loving  spirit  will  remove  prejudice 
and  break  down  opposition.  Visiting  brethren  at  Associations,  which  have 
not  heretofore  been  favorable  to  the  Convention  and  its  work,  may  do  much 
good  by  kindly  counsel.  Many  of  the  churches  and  Associations  do  not  know 
that  they  have  the  privilege  of  representation  in  the  Convention.

We  have  no  disposition  to  dictate  to  the  Convention  about  who  shall  be 
members  of  the  Board,  but  it  seems  to  us  that  brethren  who  do  not  expect  to 
attend  or  those  who  are  employees  of  the  Board  should  not  allow  themselves 
appointed. 

APPORTIONMENT. 

We  would  suggest  that  we  fix  as  the  amount  we  will  undertake  to  raise 
for  Missions  another  year  the  sum  of  $54,000,  to  be  prorated  as  follows: 

State  Missions $16,000 

Foreign  Missions 22,000 

Home  Missions 16,000 

Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  a  list  of  the  Missionaries  and 
their  places  of  labor,  a  summary  of  the  year 's  work  and  the  Financial  State- 
ment with  the  ( V1  tifieate  of  the  Auditors  attached.

REPORT    ON    MINISTERIAL    EDUCATION. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  submit  the  following  report. 
During    the    past    session    there    has    been    an    enrollment    of    forty-two 
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students  in  Howard  College.  This  is  in  excess  of  attendance  over  that  of 
any  one  year  in  the  history  of  the  College.  At  the  Seminary  at  Louisville 
we  had  fourteen  in  attendance  from  our  state. 

A  large  number  of  those  in  Howard  College  have  been  engaged  in  church 
and  Mission  work  in  and  around  Birmingham.  Their  work  in  some  instances 
has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  churches  and  in  building  up  active 
Sunday  school  interest. 

It  will  be  seen  that  money  expended  for  their  support  serves  a  double 
purpose,  enabling  the  students  to  prosecute  their  course  in  College  and  at 
the  same  time  accomplishing  much  in  Mission  work. 

The  Board  has  sought  in  co-operation  with  the  faculty  of  the  College 
•close  and  helpful  oversight  in  conduct  and  studies.  "We  are  gratified  to  report 
that  a  most  commendable  spirit  of  economy  and  self-sacrifice  has  been  shown 
by  them. 

The  Board's  indebtedness  for  past  session  is $1,585.00 

Amount  received 1,175.00 

Balance  due $     410.00 

We  wish  to  remind  our  brethren  that  by  the  action  of  the  Convention 
our  Board  stands  responsible  for  the  financial  aid  of  the  beneficiaries  at  the 
Seminary,  and  that  all  funds  to  the  Seminary  for  this  purpose  are  expected 
to  pass  through  our  hands. 

It  is  apparent  that  there  is  great  need  of  an  awakening  interest  on  the 
subject  of  Ministerial  Education.  The  demands  on  the  ministry  of  today  are 
such  that  we  cannot  afford  to  let  our  young  men  enter  upon  their  work 
under-equipped.  If  we  are  to  continue  and  increase  our  hold  upon  the  life 
of  our  times  we  must  prepare  our  young  ministers  to  become  strong  and 
efficient  leaders. 

The  signs  of  our  times  indicate  that  greater  draughts  will  be  made 
upon  our  churches,  and  that  more  and  more  our  strongest  and  best  men 
must  be  laid  under  tribute. 

We  would  like  to  lay  afresh  this  cause  upon  your  hearts,  and  hope  that 
you  will  place  at  our  command  funds  with  which  to  assist  every  worthy 
young  man  who  may  need  our  help. 

Remember  that  our  work  is  conducted  without  any  paid  agent,  and 
without  any  expense  to  the  denomination.  We  bespeak  your  prayers, 
sympathy  and  co-operation  in  the  enlargement  of  this  important  department 
of  our  denominational  work.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  HOWARD  COLLEGE. 

The  Trustees  are  delighted  to  be  able  to  report  another  prosperous  year 
for  Howard  College. 

The  total  enrollment  of  students  was  174,  an  increase  of  32  over  the 
enrollment  of  the  previous  year.  Of  this  there  were  42  Ministerial  students. 
The  Trustees  congratulate  themselves  upon  the  ability  and  judgment  with 
which  President  Montague  has  managed  the  college  affairs.  Besides  maintain- 
ing the  general  college  work  he  built  and  furnished  an  excellent  dormitory 
that  will  accommodate  about  100  students  at  a  cost  of  about  $20,000.00,  all  of 
which  has  been  paid  except  about  $3500,  which  debt  has  been  taken  in  hand 
by  a  brother  whose  business  management  and  generosity  insures  the  payment 
of  this  indebtedness. 

The  money  received  from  the  pledges  to  "Christian  Education  Fund," 
and  President's  salary  at  New  Decatur  and  Troy  amount  in  all  to  $5,641.37, 
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divided  as  follows:  Christian  Education  $4,082.58  and  Presidnt's  Salary 
$1,558.79.  There  was  pledged  for  President's  salary  at  New  Decatur  $1,971 
for  5  years,  with  a  few  exceptions  where  the  pledges  were  for  1  year  only. 
The  Convention  at  Troy  passed  a  resolution  merging  the  Christian  Education 
Fund  and  President's  Salary  fund,  namely,  the  Christian  Education  Fund,  and 
pledged  the  raising  of  $6,000  a  year.  Of  this  amount  only  $1,846.34  has  been  paid. 
The  President  of  the  College  has  sent  circular  letters  to  practically  all  of  the 
ministers  of  the  state  and  some  1000  personal  letters  urging  the  payment  of 
the  $6000.  Since  January  he  has  traveled  extensively  urging  the  brethren 
upon  this  matter.  If  we  would  have  a  college  of  necessary  expansion  we 
must  have  an  income  beyond  the  students '  fees,  especially  since  about  % 
of  the  students  are  young  ministers  and  are  required  to  pay  little  or  no  fee. 
Our  college,  as  it  is,  with  no  endowment  is  doing  a  work  beyond  that  of  any 
other  college  in  the  State. 

The  Trustees  urge  the  Convention  to  arrange  some  plan  by  which  the 
Christian  Education  fund  may  be  collected. 

The  Trustees  recommend  that  Dr.  W.  P.  McAdory  be  made  a  regular 
Trustee  in  place  of  Mr.  Carson  who  has  not  attended  the  Board  meetings  in 
several  years,  and  that  Mr.  Jos.  T.  Collins  be  made  an  Alumni  Trustee  in 
deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  Alumni  at  their  last  meeting.  In  conclusion, 
the  faculty  and  students  are  enthusiastic  and  doing  good  work  and  we  urge 
the  brethren  to  rally  to  the  support  of  Dr.  Montague  and  aid  him  in  building 
up  a  college  that  our  denomination  so  much  needs  and  one  that  we  shall  be 
proud  of.  We  thank  God  for  the  help  that  has  been  given  us  by  the  brethren 
throughout  the  state  and  for  the  faithful  and  arduous  labors  of  the  President 
and  faculty  of  the  college.

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16.     B.  F.  Ellis,  President  of  the  Board,  read 
EEPORT     OF  THE  JUDSON    TRUSTEES. 

The  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  Judson  in  recent  years  have  been  so 
conspicuous  that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  report  to  this  Convention  that  the 
Sixty-sixth  session,  which  closed  May  26th  was  the  most  encouraging  in  the 
history  of  the  Institution,  both  in  attendance  and  in  material  advancement. 
It  is  with  gratitude  that  we  are  able  to  say  that  for  the  past  eight  years 
the  enrollment  each  year  has  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  session,  and  that 
the  equipments  aiid  facilities  have  been  constantly  improved.  The  enrollment 
during  the  past  session  was  260,  of  whom  215  were  boarding  pupils.  When  it 
is  remembered  that  these  are  all  young  ladies  of  college  age  the  number 
seems  all  the  more  remarkable.  31  Officers  and  Teachers,  representing  all 
the  departments  of  liberal  education  for  young  ladies,  have  been  employed. 
The  president  reports  that  the  high  standards  of  scholarship  of  former  years 
have  been  maintained,  and  that  during  the  past  session  a  more  extended 
course  of  study  than  ever  before  has  been  offered.  At  the  recent  Commence- 
ment 32  Diplomas  were  issued  conferring  degrees  as  follows:  Bachelor  of  Arts 
2;Bachelor  of  Science  8;  Bachelor  of  Literature  17;  Graduate  in  the  School  of 
Music  3;  Graduate  in  Elocution  1;  Graduate  in  Art  1. 

The  health  of  the  students  was  excellent  except  for  28  cases  of  measles, 
none  of  which  was  serious.  The  good  order  and  beautiful  deportment  of 
the  students  were  as  usual  commended  by  the  president.  And  it  may  also  be 
said  that  as  has  been  customary  for  years  the  religious  life  of  the  Judson 
has  been  worthy  of  all  praise.  Early  in  the  session  in  a  meeting  conducted 
by  Dr.  Paul  V.  Bomar,  pastor  of  Siloam  Church  and  also  a  member  of  the 
Judson  faculty,  a  large  number  of  the  girls  were  converted  and  united  with 
the  church,  and  throughout  the  entire  session  there  was  a  marked  fervor 
which  found  expression  in  many  practical  ways.  Among  these  may  be  men- 
tioned the  contribution  of  $200  to  missions  by  the  Ann  Hasseltine  Society, 
and  the  work  of  the  Student  Aid  Society,  which  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Amie  Vary,  assisted  by  other  members  of  the  Faculty,  raised  over  $1250  to 
help  indigent  but  worthy  girls  to  secure  the  advantages  of  the  Judson. 
Perhaps  no  feature  of  the  College  life  is  more  beautiful  or  more  helpful  than 
this  in  which  the  young  ladies  while  yet  preparing  themselves  for  the  duties 
of  life  are  manifesting  their  interest  in  others  in  these  practical  ways.  The 
Students'  Aid  Fund  is  a  loan  fund,  it  being  the  rule  that  those  who  are 
helped  shall  return  the  money  when  through  school.  The  Board  at  its  Annual 
meeting  passed  a  resolution  commending  this  noble  work  to  the  brethren 
everywhere. 

The  great  object  of  interest  to  all  friends  of  the  Judson  during  the  past 
year  was  the  erection  of  the 

ALUMNAE  AUDITORIUM, 
which  was  completed  just  the  day  before  Commencement,  and  which  was  used 
with  the  highest  satisfaction  and  comfort  during  the  exercises  of  that  week. 
This  building  is  built  of  pressed  brick,  and  is  covered  with  slate.  It  contains 
48  music  practice  rooms  and  a  magnificent  auditorium  which  is  seated  with 
eleven  hundred  high  grade  opera  chairs,  lighted  with  electricity,  and  has 
all  desirable  facilities.  The  approximate  cost  was  $25,000,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  report  that  while  the  building  is  not  paid  for  in  full,  it  is  believed  that 
with  a  continuation  of  the  prosperity  of  recent  years  this  will  be  paid  in  a 
short  while.  "With  the  pressing  needs  of  the  Howard  before  the  people  it 
was  thought  inexpedient  to  make  a  general  appeal  to  the  churches  for  an 
amount  which  the  Institution  can  in  a  reasonable  time  meet  out  of  its  cur- 
rent receipts. 

It  is  highly  gratifying  to  report  that  the  meetings  of  the  Judson  Board 
are  well  attended,  at  the  last  meeting  twelve  out  of  fourteen  being  present, 
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and  these  two  were  unavoidably  detained.  With  great  pleasure  and  hearty 
unanimity  the  Board  commended  the  successful  administration  of  Doctor  E. 
G.  Patrick  as  President  of  the  school. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  record  our  thanks  to  Him  for  whose  glory  the 
great  school  was  established  for  guidance  in  directing  those  to  whose  care 
this  great  trust  has  been  committed,  and  for  the  continued  favor  of  the 
people  and  the  prosperity  which  under  His  blessing  the  Judson  has  enjoyed. 
Again  we  commend  the  Judson  to  the  co-operation  and  support  of  the  Conven- 
tion and  the  churches.  The  Institution  is  admirably  equipped,  and  is  in 
our  opinion  one  of  our  best  agencies  for  the  advancement  of  the  Kedeemer's 
Kingdom.

This  large  addition  to  our  already  large  and  ever 
increasing  family  has  already  been  assimilated,  and  is  working  harmoniously 
with  those  who  preceeded  them,  having  been  assigned  to  the  various  spheres 
to  which  they  were  suited.  Five  from  among  this  band  of  little  ones  just 
come  to  us  have  professed  faith  in  the  Saviour  since  thev  entered  the  Home. 
DUEIXG  THE  YEAE  TEX  HAVE  BEEX  BAPTIZED. 

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  has  been  with  us  this  year,  and  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  this  large  number  of  our  children,  with  we  believe  an 
intelligent  understanding  of  their  duty,  begin  their  Christian  life. 

OUE  FOECE  OF  WOEKEES 
has  been  increased  this  year  by  the  coming  of  Miss  Jessie  L.  Stitt  and  Miss 
Edith  M.  Dunklee,  Miss  Stitt  to  teach  the  primary  classes  in  our  school,  and 
Miss  Dunklee  to  train  the  little  ones  in  a  kindergarten  course,  while  they 
both  assist  in  the  conduct  of  the  domestic  work  necessary  in  a  la-ge 
family  of  boys.  They  have  proven  themselves  to  be  valuable  helpers,  and  we 
'trust  the  future  may  verify  the  good  impression  they  have  made  in  this 
^hort  while. 

OUE    SUPEEIXTEXDEXT 
J.   D.   Pittman,   in   the   early   spring  was   granted   leave   of  absence   for   three 
months,    that    he    might    attend    the    World 's    Sunday    School    Convention    in 
Jerusalem.     He  has  returned,  and  taken  up  his  work  with  renewed  vigor. 

THE  DEDICATIOX 
of  three  splendid  brick  buildings  on  the  twentieth  day  of  May  was  an  occasion 
of  grateful  rejoicing  on  the  part  of  those  immediately  connected  with  the 
work,  and  also  to  those  friends  who  came  to  be  with  us.  While  there  is 
much  that  still  remains  to  be  done,  and  we  count  not  ourselves  to  have 
accomplished  all  we  should,  yet  the  dedication  of  these  buildings  was  a 
distinctive  point  reached,  and  we  feel  like  at  least  "Thanking  God,  and 
taking  courage." 

FOUE  SPLEXDID    BEICK    BUILDIXGS 
capable    of   sheltering   more   than    one    hundred    children,    now   constitute    our 
equipment    for    housing    and    caring    for    the    destitute    children    that    in    our 
Father's  providence  fall  to  us.     It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  this  property 
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worth  now,  thirty  thousand  dollars,  was  a  few  years  ago  the  home  of  one 
of  our  citizens,  while  we  said,  the  time  to  build  a  home  for  indigent  orphans 
has  not  yet  come. 

OUR  DEBTS 
were  reported  at  the  last  Convention  to  be  about  four  thousand  dollars,  but 
<they  were  found  to  be  a  little  larger  than  it  was  then  known  they  were,  and 
the  offerings  for  the  summer  months  were  so  very  small,  that  by  the  first 
of  September  we  owed  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars.  By  the  industrious 
and  faithful  efforts  of  the  Financial  Secretary  in  getting  to  a  large  number 
of  Associations  in  person  during  the  season,  and  putting  the  needs  of  the  Home 
before  the  denomination,  this  large  debt  was  all  paid  by  the  first  of  January 
except  a  balance  on  his  salary. 

THE  HEALTH  OF  THE  FAMILY 
continues  to  be  a  blessing  for  which  we  are  grateful;  though  we  have  to 
record  the  death  of  one  child  since  last  report,  which  was  the  first  in  almost 
two  years.  The  death  rate  in  the  institution  has  been  lower  than  it  has  in 
the  town  or  county.  We  report  also,  the  death  of  Mrs.  L.  C.  Skipper  who 
had  been  sheltered  in  the  Home  for  some  months  while  she  grew  weaker  with 
an  incurable  malady  that  ended  its  work  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  May,  and  she 
rested  from  her  ills. 

OUR    NEEDS 
of  a  special  sort  are, 

1.  Heating  appliance  for  the  Scott  cottage  and  the  Sanitarium.  The 
contract  for  the  former  has  been  let,  and  will  be  completed  by  the  fall. 

2.  A  yard  fence. 

3.  Furnishing  for  a  medical  depository,  and  supply  of  medicines  to  put 
in  it. 

4.  Dining  room  and  kitchen  supplies  for  the  Scott  Cottage  so  that  there 
our  family  of  babies  may  have  their  living  to  themselves. 

Our  general  needs  are 

1.  More   friends. 

2.  More  churches  concerned  about  the  needs  of  indigent  orphans. 

3.  More  Sunday  Schools  to  have  some  system  of  offering  their  gifts  to 
the  work. 

WE  RECOMMEND 
as  a  means  of  enlarging  the  circle  of  the  friends  of  the  work,  and  increasing 
its  power  for  doing  good,  that  so  soon  as  it  can  be  done  the  number  of  trustees 
be"  increased,  and  until  that  time,  that  the  convention  provide  an  advisory 
board  to  co-operate  with  the  trustees  in  creating  an  interest  in  the  work  so 
that  our  people  may  put  into  practice  the  truth  uttered  by  our  Lord  when  he 
said  ' '  The  poor  always  ye  have  with  you,  and  whenever  ye  will  ye  may  do 
them  good."

REPORT    OF    FINANCIAL    SECRETARY    OF    LOUISE    SHORT    BAPTIST 

WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS'  HOME  OF  ALABAMA 

FOR   THE   YEAR    1903-4. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Dear  Brethren, 

In  rendering  you  an  account  of  my  Stewardship  for  the  year  just  closed, 
I  beg  you  to  allow  me  to  review  briefly  the  eleven  years  the  work  has  been  in 
progress. 

It  is  known  to  you  that  the  work  started  in  a  very  humble  way,  with  three 
small  children  in  a  little  dilapidated  rented  house.  Looking  back  over  our 
Work  we  see  instead  of  that  little  rented  house,  four  splendid  brick  buildings, 
sheltering  more  than  one  hundred  children,  and  the  prospect  for  growth  was 
never  more  apparent  than  now. 

The  property  we  now  own   is  worth   at   a  conservative  valuation   $30,000 
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(thirty  thousand  dollars).  There  is  no  debt  on  the  property,  though  we  owe 
about  two  thousand  dollars  on  our  current  account.  The  three  little  children 
have  grown  into  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  whom  we  have  gathered  from 
thirty-eight  counties  as  follows:  Autauga  4,  Baldwin  5,  Barbour  14,  Bibb  6, 
Bullock  1,  Butler  3,  Calhoun  9,  Chambers  1,  Clarke  4,  Conecuh  7,  Covington  9, 
Crenshaw  1,  Dallas  4,  Elmore  6,  Escambia  15,  Etowah  2,  Fayette  3,  Geneva  1, 
Hale  3,  Henry  4,  Jefferson  31,  Lamar  3,  Lee  10,  Limestone  1,  Madison  1, 
Marengo  4,  Mobile  2,  Monroe  4,  Montgomery  11,  Morgan  3,  Pike  2,  Russell  4, 
Shelby  4,  Talladega  14,  Tallapoosa  4,  Tuscaloosa  19,  Walker  9.

ENDOWMENT  FOR  HOWARD  COLLEGE.

The  final  meeting  of  the  committee  was  appointed  to  be  held  this  week 
in  Anniston.

REPORT   ON   TEMPERANCE. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  now,  as  in  the  past,  the  greatest 
foe  to  social  peace  and  material  and  spiritual  progress  exists  in  the  form   of 
the   whiskey    demon.      It    continues    to    ruin    characters,   wreck    homes,    break 
hearts  and  destroy  souls. 

We  are  not  prepared  to  say  with  certainty  how  the  total  consumption  of 
whiskey  in  America  during  the  last  twelve  months  compares  with  previous 
years,  but  unquestionably  sentiment  is  everywhere  growing  against  intem- 
perance. Statistics  show  that  today  in  our  country  thirty  million  (30,000,000) 
people  are  living  in  prohibition  territory — more  than  one  third  of  the  entire 
population  of  the  nation.  In  several  of  the  States  they  have  prohi- 
bition by  State  law,  while  in  about  thirty-eight  others  they  have 
it  by  local  option.  The  use  of  whiskey  is  condemned  today  by  all  insurance 
companies,  railway  officials,  bankers,  labor  unions,  the  United  States  Army, 
etc.,  all  of  whom  are  emphasizing,  in  no  uncertain  way,  their  preference  for 
*'  total  abstainers"  among  their  employees  and  those  with  whom  they  have 
to  deal. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Baptists 
of  Alabama  join  hands  with  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Mississippi  and  other  States, 
in  waging  an  uncompromising  battle  for  absolute  prohibition  in  our  own  be 
loved  State.     We  would  urge  that  nothing  short  of  a 

PROHIBITORY    LAW 
«an  win  the  approval  of  God  and  bring  relief  from  present  evils,  incident  to 
the  whiskey  traffic.

REPORT   ON  INTER-DENOMINATIONAL   TEMPERANCE   WORK. 

On  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  this  conven- 
tion to  communicate  with  the  general  bodies  of  other  denominations  in  Ala- 
bama, requesting  them  to  appoint  a  similar  committee  to  co-operate  in  the 
organization  of  an  Anti-Saloon  League  in  Alabama,  we  respectfully  report  that 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  addressed  communications  to  each  of  the  several 
bodies  of  the  Presbyterian,  Methodist,  Cumberland  Presbyterian,  and  Christian 
denominations,  informing  them  of  the  action  of  this  Convention. 

While  it  is  possible  that  some  of  these  bodies  may  have  taken  action  on 
this  matter,  yet  the  very  purpose  of  the  appointment  of  this  committeee  has 


been  thwarted  by  the  failure  to  send  any  official  reply  to  our  communication. 

The  only  reply  received  was  from  Rev.  J.  M.  Mason,  Secretary  Alabama 
Conference,  M.  E.  Church,  South:  he  writes:  "While  we  are  in  hearty  sympathy 
with  every  lawful  and  proper  effort  to  prohibit  the  sale  and  use  of 
liquor  and  while  we  would  be  greatly  pleased  to  co-operate  with  our  Baptist 
brethren  in  every  good  work,  yet  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the 
work  proposed  by  the  Anti-Liquor  League  is  unknown  to  us,  and  fearing  the 
responsibility  of  involving  the  church  in  political  action  through  the  purposed 
alliance  with  other  religious  bodies,  we  respectfully  decline  to  accept  the 
invitation.' ' 

In  view  of  the  evident  mis-understanding  of  the  purpose  and  scope  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League,  we  deem  it  best  to  present  a  summary  of  the  principles 
and  methods  of  the  same: 

1.  The  Anti-Saloon  League  is  a  federation  of  all  churches  with  the 
temperance  societies  and  other  organizations  which  desire  the  suppression  of 
the  saloon,  and  are  willing  to  co-operate  according  to  the  plans  of  the  League, 
for  the  accomplishment  of  that  result. 

2.  The  League  is  in  the  strictest  and  truest  sense  non-partisan  and  un- 
denominational. 

3.  It  aims  at  the  present  repression  and  ultimate  suppression  of  the 
beverage  liquor  traffic,  and  will  favor  all  measures  that  will  secure  advance 
toward  the  complete  extermination  of  the  same. 

4.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  League  to  concentrate  the  efforts  of  all  who  desire 
saloon  suppression  in  behalf  of  such  candidates  for  office,  irrespective  of 
party  affiliations,  and  in  behalf  of  such  measures  as  will  contribute  to  that  end. 

5.  The  League  is  under  solemn  promise  not  to  form  affiliation  with  any 
political  party,  nor  to  place  in  nomination  a  ticket  of  its  own.  The  League 
seeks  first  to  secure  in  the  several  parties  the  nomination  of  acceptable  candi- 
dates for  office,  and  then  to  select  from  the  party  tickets  the  most  acceptable, 
available  men. 

Your  committee  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  this  matter,  and  the 
fact  that  in  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and 
many  Western  States,  great  good  has  been  accomplished  through  the  work 
proposed  by  the  League  respectfully  recommend  that  we  recognize  the  Ameri- 
can Anti-Saloon  League,  with  its  state  and  local  organization,  as  an  effective 
federate  agency  of  the  church  for  the  accomplishment  of  those  objects  which 
require  the  united  effort  of  churches  and  moral  forces  generally;  and  recom- 
mend that  our  churches  co-operate  with  the  churches  of  other  denominations, 
upon  the  omni-partisan,  inter-denominational  basis  offered  by  the  League,  in 
all  state  and  local  efforts  based  upon  the  principle  that  "the  only  solution  of 
the  saloon  problem  is  no  saloon." 

We  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  we  cordially  endorse  the  Hepburn-Dolliver  bill  now  pending  in 
congress,  the  intention  of  which  is  to  prevent  the  importation  of  intoxicating 
liquors  into  what  is  known  as  dry  territory,  and  that  we  earnestly  request  our 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  to  vote  for  and  use  their  influence 
in  behalf  of  this  bill. 

2.  Whereas,  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  is  one  of  the  greatest  foes 
to  the  work  of  this  Convention,  both  in  home  and  foreign  lands:  and  whereas, 
the  Constitution  of  this  Convention  provides  that  among  the  designs  for  which 
it  has  been  organized,  is,  to  elicit,  combine  and  direct  the  energies  of  the 
Baptists  of  Alabama  in  one  sacred  effort  to  encourage  and  promote  *  *  *  the 
organization  and  usefulness  of  *  *  *  religious  and  educational  movements  it 
may  deem  promotive  of  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  and  sanctioned 
by  the  word  of  God,  and 

Whereas,  The  American  Anti-Saloon  League,  an  omni-partisan,  inter- 
denominational  organization,   has   requested   the   Alabama   Baptist   State   Con- 
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vention  to  appoint  five  fraternal  messengers  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  League 
in  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  Nov.  1904,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Convention  be  authorized  to  appoint 
these  five  messengers. 

3.  That  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Temperance  this  subject  shall 
be  referred  for  further  action,  said  committee  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Associations  to  this  matter. 

4.  That  an  appropriation,  not  exceeding  $100  per  year,  be  made  by  the 
State  Board  for  purpose  of  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  actively 
prosecuting  the  work  of  the  committee. 

5.  That  our  Pastors  be  requested  on  the  third  Sunday  in  October  to 
preach  a  sermon  on  the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic,  taking  a  collection  for 
the   expenses   herein   provided  for. 

Your  committee  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  of  Mrs. 
Ellen  M.  Watson,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Women 's  Synodical  Temperance 
Association  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  in  furnishing  valuable 
information  and  abundant  literature  on  this  subject.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   COLLECTIONS. 

Two  collections,  one  for  Athens  church  and  one  for  Howard  College,  have 
been  taken  during  this  session  of  the  Convention.  These  seemed  to  grow  out 
of  the  enthusiasm  of  the  hour,  and  while  not  submitted  to  your  committee, 
yet  we  heartily  endorse  them. 

An  appeal  has  however  come  before  us,  which  we  deem  of  equal  importance 
at  least  to  that  attaching  to  the  situation  at  Athens,  and  this  was  brought 
by  Brethren  Spinks  and  Foster  and  faithful  ladies  of  the  First  church  of 
Anniston,  asking  a  collection  in  the  interest  of  that  church. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  these  Brethren  be  permitted  to  lay  their 
matter  before  this  Convention  and  take  a  collection  for  their  relief. 

And  we  further  suggest  that  this  committee  be  stricken  from  the  list 
of  committees.

REPORT  ON  WOMEN'S  WORK. 

The  organized  work  of  our  women  has  long  been  recognized  as  an  im- 
portant factor  in  our  christian-missionary  endeavor.  It  is  no  longer  necessary 
to  defend  its  principles,  argue  its  scriptural  authority  or  urge  its  claims  for 
recognition  in  our  associations  and  conventions.  The  fact  that  these  reports 
are  given  a  place  annually  in  the  orders  of  business  of  these  bodies  is  sufficient 
guarantee  that  the  denomination  at  large  recognizes  the  importance  and  ap- 
proves the  methods  of  this  department  of  our  work. 

We  believe,  therefore,  that  it  is  the  province  of  this  report  merely  to  give 
statistics  of  the  year's  work,  call  attention  to  any  new  features,  developments 
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or  enterprises,  and  to  present  suet  other  matters  in  connection  with  this  work 
as  would  be  of  interest  to  this  convention  and  its  constituency. 

In  the  sixteen  years  since  the  organization  of  the  "Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  Auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  there  have  been  great 
improvements  in  the  methods  of  work  and  great  increase  in  the  contributions- 
iEach  annual  report  of  the  Union,  with  the  exception  of  three,  has  shown  a 
marked  advance  over  the  proceding  one,  and  from  $30,773.69  contributed  in 
1889  it  has  risen  to  $112,042.78  reported  at  Nashville  last  May.  The  increase 
during  the  past  year  was  the  largest  in  any  one  year  in  the  history  of  the- 
organization,  being  $21,518.18  over  the  year  before.  The  above  figures  include 
all  cash  contributions  to  the  Foreign,  Home  and  Sunday  School  Boards,  and 
all  box  contributions  to  the  missionaries  of  the  Home  and  Sunday  School 
Boards. 

The  Women's  Missionary  Union,  of  Alabama,  auxiliary  to  this  Convention,, 
in  its  recent  reports  makes  a  most  admirable  exhibit,  showing  a  large  number 
of  new  societies  organized  and  a  large  increase  in  contributions.  The  grand 
totals  of  contributions  exhibited  in  the  last  three  reports  are  as  follows;  for 
1902,  $9,710.41;  for  1903,  $25,  407.  85;  for  1904,  $24,858.54.  These  figures 
include  all  amounts  contributed  to  the  Foreign,  Home,  State  and  Sunday 
School  Boards,  Orphanage,  Ministerial  Education,  Benevolence,  Church  Aid, 
Howard  College,  Infirmary  and  boxes  to  missionaries.  We  may  get  some  idea 
of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  our  women  are  doing  in  Alabama  by  a  brief 
comparison  of  reports.  As  shown  in  the  minutes  of  the  last  convention,  held 
a  year  ago,  in  Troy,  the  report  of  the  Woman 's  Missionary  Union  gives  a 
total  of  $25,407.85  contributed  to  all  causes,  while  the  report  of  the  corres- 
ponding secretary  of  the  convention  gives  a  total  of  only  $37,851.48. 

Of  the  whole  amount  contributed  to  Foreign  Missions  by  the  constituency 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  during  the  past  year  the  Woman 's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  Auxiliary  to  that  Convention,  contributed  more  than  twenty  per 
cent.  It  may  be  safely  said  that  in  like  proportion  they  are  contributing  to 
all  causes  and  institutions  fostered  by  the  denomination. 

These  noble  women  and  their  efficient  societies — the  constituency  of  the 
Woman 's  Missionary  Union — deserve  our  hearty  congratulations  and  cordial 
support.  They  are  doing  a  splendid  work,  and  the  monies  which  they  turn 
into  the  channels  of  the  denomination  are  for  the  most  part  extra  to  what 
would  be  received  without  their  organized  efforts.  Surely  God  has  greatly 
blessed  their  labors,  and  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  emancipated 
Woman,  has  found  in  her  a  zealous  and  faithful  promoter.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  subject  of  Foreign  Missions  deepens  in  interest  with  every  passing 
year.  Our  forces  on  the  fields  grew  larger  and  larger;  the  contributions  of 
both  men  and  money  increase;  and  the  army  of  the  saved  in  heathen  lands 
becomes  slowly  but  surely  stronger.  The  forward  movement,  as  we  have  begun 
to  call  it,  has  passed  far  beyond  the  need  of  any  argument.  If  any  were 
needed,  it  would  be  easily  found  in  the  fact  that  as  our  gifts  to  the  cause  have 
doubled  the  number  of  converts  has  tripled.  God  is  stamping  it  with  His 
approval. 

The  movement  is  gaining  in  impetus  from  several  sources.     The  communi- 
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ties  from  which  God  calls  a  missionary  become  at  once  more  enthusiastic  in 
their  support  of  one  of  their  own  blood  and  bone  on  foreign  field;  the  day 
of  our  annual  meetings  devoted  to  the  hearing  of  reports  on  foreign  missions 
and  their  discussion  has  become  the  great  day  of  the  meetings,  a  peculiar 
spiritual  power  seeming  to  pervade  the  meeting  on  that  day;  this  subject  has 
become  the  theme  of  the  greatest  sermons  and  addresses  at  all  of  our  conven- 
tions; our  seminaries  are  devoting  special  days  to  the  discussion  of  missions, 
and  are  maintaining  departments  for  the  special  treatment  of  the  subject. 
Under  the  pressure  of  these  spiritual  forces,  not  only  are  many  young  men 
committing  themselves  as  applicants  for  appointments  to  foreign  fields,  but 
several  of  our  most  gifted  and  successful  pastors  are  resigning  their  work  at 
home  and  asking  to  be  sent  to  foreign  lands.  Not  less  than  four  such  pastors 
with  their  wives  have  received  appointments  by  the  Board  witLin  a  year.  The 
last  appointment  was  that  of  an  Alabama  pastor  and  his  wife. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  before  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  we  now  have  138  missionaries 
and  215  native  helpers,  therefore  a  force  of  353  workers  on  foreign  fields,  to 
which  has  been  added  during  the  year  16  new  missionaries  sent  out,  and  several 
more  who  are  under  appointment  to  go  at  an  early  date.  During  the  year  the 
gifts  of  the  churches  amounted  to  $247,629.69,  and  there  were  2076  baptisms, 
swelling  the  membership  of  the  churches  in  foreign  lands  to  9,969.  For  the 
seventh  time  the  Board  reported  "out  of  debt,"  and  an  advance  over  the 
progress  of  each  previous  year  by  the  one  reported  along  all  lines. 

Alabamians  now  on  the  foreign  field  and  soon  to  be  sent  out  are:  Miss 
Willie  Kelley,  Dr.  T.  W.  Avers,  and  Mrs.  Avers,  Rev.  T.  M.  Thomas,  Dr.  J.  S. 
Meadors,  Rev.  J.  W.  and  Mrs.  MeCollum,  Miss  Daisy  Pettus,  and  Rev.  H.  W. 
and  Mrs.  Provence.  We  rejoice  that  so  many  have  gone  out  from  our  own 
state,  but  earnestly  pray  that  the  number  may  soon  become  much  larger. 

The  amount  of  money  contributed  to  foreign  missions  during  the  conven- 
tion year  by  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  was  $18,025.77,  which  was  an  increase 
over  the  gifts  of  the  previous  year  of  $1,601.71,  or  a  little  more  than  10  per 
cent.  We  recommend  as  an  amount  that  Alabama  may  be  counted  on  to  raise 
for  foreign  missions  this  year  the  sum  of  $22,500.00,  which  will  be  an  increase 
over  our  contributions  last  year  of  $4,475.00  or  25  per  cent,  this  being  the 
basis  of  advance  recommended  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

No  moral  nor  religious  movement  will  run  along  with  increasing  force  of 
its  own  accord,  and  those  who  love  and  are  appointed  to  foster  the  cause  of 
missions  must  always  be  watchful  and  active.  Our  aim  must  be  to  do  better 
than  ever  before.  The  greater  our  work  becomes  the  greater  are  the  demands 
for  enlargement  and  advance.  The  arguments  for  increased  missionary  effort 
are  multiplying.  It  seems  not  the  remotest  possibility  that  the  nations  which 
we  are  now  trying  to  christianize  may  sometime  become  oui  teachers,  and  if 
to  them  shall  not  fall  the  task  of  replanting  the  religion  of  Christ  on  our  soil, 
it  may  be  that  they  shall  need  to  present  us  with  a  higher  and  purer  type  of 
that  religion. 

The  best  way  of  increasing  the  gifts  of  the  churches  to  foreign  missions 
may  not  yet  be  known,  but  this  increase  will  go  along  with  the  increase  of 
spirituality  among  christians.  So  it  matters  little  which  is  sought  first.  There 
is  a  great  temptation  to  a  pastor  who  sees  so  little  piety  among  the  members 
of  his  church  to  hold  the  matter  of  giving  to  missions  in  abeyance  until  he  has 
built  up  his  people  in  grace  and  holiness.  But  giving  to  missions  will  help 
in  this  building  up  work;  and  besides  while  they  are  waiting  to  give  souls  as 
precious  as  theirs  are  dying  without  the  gospel.  So  our  business  seems  to  be 
to  teach  pure,  sound  doctrine,  to  lead  the  people  to  higher  ideals  of  holy  living, 
and  by  no  means  to  neglect  the  cause  of  foreign  missions.

REPOET    ON    HOME    MISSIONS. 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  that  we  can  report  the  work  of  the 
Home  Board  in  a  most  prosperous  condition.  While  this  Board  sustained  great 
loss  in  the  resignation  of  Dr.  F.  C.  McConnell  last  year,  yet  God  has  filled  his; 
place  with  one  whose  sympathies  are  broad,  whose  faith  is  great  and  whose 
splendid  gifts  eminently  qualify  him  for  the  responsible  position  into  which  he 
has  been  placed. 

Dr.  B.  D.  Gray,  our  new  Secretary,  although  unable  to  push  the  subject 
of  finances  for  some  months  after  his  election,  was  able  to  report  at  the  Nash- 
ville Convention  an  increase  of  23  per  cent  in  our  contributions,  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  More  work  was  accomplished  and  greater  achievements  made  than 
any  year  during  the  history  of  the  Board.     To  God  be  all  the  praise! 

But  the  record  of  the  past  and  the  demands  of  the  present  only  show  how 
-important  the  work  of  this  Board  is,  and  it  requires  no  prophet  to  see  that 
the  near  future  will  bring  to  us  conditions  that  will  call  forth  the  very  best 
there  is  within  us.  Already  the  tide  of  Foreign  immigration  is  pouring  into1 
our  southern  states.  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Texas  and  the  territories  are  needing 
more  help  now  than  the  Board  can  give  to  supply  these  foreigners  with  the 
pure  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  But  what  we  now  behold  will  pale  into  insigni- 
ficance when  the  Panama  canal  is  opened  up  and  the  south  becomes  the  com- 
mercial center  of  the  world.  Each  state  cannot  look  after  its  own  destitution, 
because  some  are  too  weak.  The  stronger  must  help  the  weaker  and  this  can 
only  be  accomplished  through  the  Home  Board. 

It  is  gratifying  also  to  note  the  steady  progress  of  the  work  in  our  moun- 
tain districts,  where  schools  and  churches  are  being  established  and  souls 
saved.  In  the  mountain  districts  where  our  Board  is  now  at  work  there  are  two 
millions  of  people,  65  per  cent  of  whom  are  Baptists.  Why  not  make  it  100  per 
cent  and  turn  all  this  power  into  a  mighty  evangelizing  force  to  win  the  world 
for  Christ? 

The  work  among  the  negroes  has  grown  until  it  was  found  necessary  to 
employ  a  field  secretary,  who  was  in  close  touch  and  deep  sympathy  with  the 
negroes,  and  one  capable  of  pushing  the  work  to  greater  success.  Dr.  A.  J. 
|3arton,  of  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  is  the  man,  and  as  God  lays  the  work  on  his 
heart,  he  will  lay  it  upon  ours. 

The  work  in  Cuba  is  carefully  being  looked  after  by  Bro.  C.  D.  Daniel. 
God  has  brought  order  out  of  choas  on  this  Island  and  the  work  is  steadily 
growing.  This  work  has  been  greatly  strengthened  by  the  going  of  Bro.  C.  C. 
Carroll,  of  Texas,  as  a  missionary  to  Cuba.  It  is  thought  by  Bro.  Daniel  that 
Bro.  Carroll  will  be  able  to  preach  in  Spanish  in  four  months  time,  so  rapid 
has  been  his  progress  in  learning  the  language.  Dr.  Gray  visited  the  field  in 
person  to  study  its  needs  at  first  hand,  and  is  happy  to  report  that  the  troubles 
with  which  they  have  had  to  contend  are  now  behind  them. 

The  Board  expected  before  now  to  have  placed  a  man  in  Panama.  Several 
have  already  applied  for  this  work,  and  soon  the  field  will  be  occupied.  We 
cannot  close  without  calling  attention  to  two  other  things.  One  is  their  publi- 
cation work.  They  are  publishing  the  "Home  Field"  which  is  now  double  in 
size  and  only  10c  per  year.  They  also  send  out  a  great  number  of  tracts,  &c. 
The  other  is  the  church  building  and  loan  fund.     Great  good  has  been  accom- 
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pUshed  by  this  movement,  and  the  fund  should  be  increased  to  $500i000.  At 
the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  the  appropriations  were  increased  more 
than  50  per  cent  over  last  year,  and  yet  many  important  calls  were  left  un- 
heeded. 

In  view  of  these  facts  your  committee  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
-every  pastor  in  the  state  help  our  State  Secretary  to  present  the  needs  of  the 
Home  Board  so  clearly  to  our  people  and  press  it  upon  their  hearts  so  warmly 
and  lovingly  that  they  will  respond  more  liberallv  than  ever  before.

4.  It  would  be  a  promoter  of  the  organized  work  in  the  state:  Therefore

Eesolve: — That  we  establish  at  Howard  College  such  a  session  as  will 
serve  the  ends  in  view; 

2.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  co-operate  with  a  like 
committee  from  the  faculty  with  authority  to  take  such  action  in  the  matter 
as  may  seem  wise  in  the  arrangement  of  time,  duration,  expenses  and  methods 
of  such  a  school. 

After  discussion  by  O.  F.  Gregory,  M.  B.  Wharton,  W.  B. 
Crumpton  and  A.  J.  Moncrief,   the  resolutions   were   adopted,  and 

A.  J.  Moncrief,  J.  L,.  Gross  and  L,.  O.  Dawson  were  appointed  the 
committee  thereunder. 

45.  A  collection  was  taken  for  the  debt  of  the  First  Church 
of  Anniston,  amounting-  in  cash  and  pledges  to  .429.62.  (See

46.  R.  E.  Pettus  moved  that  the  Christian   greetings  of  the 
Convention  be  conveyed  to  Miss  Kate  Crowder,  of  Anniston,   who 
intends  to  apph'  for  appointment  as  missionary,  under  the  Forei 
Mission  Board,  and,  the  motion  having  been  agreed  to,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  present  such  greetings.

REPORT   ON   YOUNG   PEOPLE'S   WORK. 
The  Baptist  Young  People 's  Union  is  here,  and  it  has  come  to  stay.     The 
organization,  training  and  utilization  of  our  young  people  as  a  potent  factor 
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in  the  discharge  of  church  and  denominational  responsibilities  is  of  such  vast 
importance  as  to  be  beyond  any  possibility  of  silencing  without  solution. 

The  present  and  future  development  and  success  of  the  Young  People 's 
movement  are  only  limited  by  local  conditions  which,  themselves,  can  often  be 
overcome,  together  with  the  skepticism  and  indifference  of  many  of  the 
pastors   throughout   the   State   with   reference   to   this   work. 

The  taking  up  of  this  movement  by  the  State  Convention  thirteen  years 
ago  created  no  new  problem,  but  only  attempted  the  solution  of  a  problem  that 
still  exists  except  where  a  thorough-going,  systematic,  wide-awake  Union  has 
solved  that  problem:  How  to  enlist  and  train  young  people  in  our  organized 
work,  Bible  study  and  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  our  denomination.  The 
problem  seems  only  to  have  been  solved  when  the  Union  has  solved  it,  and 
seems  likely  to  always  remain  without  solution  save  when  the  Union,  rightly 
understood  in  scope  and  purpose,  is  relied  upon  to  solve  it. 
WE    URGE,    THEREFORE: 

1.  The  active  co-operation  of  all  the  pastors  and  leaders  of  young  people 
in  the  State  with  the  President  and  other  officers  of  our  B.  Y.  P.  U.  State 
organisation  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  Union  into  hitherto  unreached 
churches  in  Alabama; 

2.  That  they  send  messengers  or  visitors  to  the  State  Convention  in 
Bessemer  next  April,,  whether  they  have  organized  Unions  or  not,  for  the 
purpose  of  learning  and  becoming  interested  in  the  work  and  its  methods 
and  objects; 

3.  That  the  Unions  now  organized  be  encouraged  by  the  pastors  to 
intensify  by  taking  up  definite  educational  courses,  as  the  Christian  Culture 
Course,  the  Conquest   Mission  Course,  etc. 

We  most  heartily  recommend  "The  Baptist  Union,"  published  in  Chicago, 
anil  the  "B.  Y.  P.  U.  Quarterly,"  published  by  our  Sunday  School  Board  at 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  to  those  who  are  doing  successful  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work,  those 
who  wish  to  do  successful  work  in  this  line,  and  to  those  who  contemplate 
the  organization  of  a  B.  Y.  P.  U.  in  their  church. 

The  last  State  Convention,  held  in  Huntsville  in  April,  although  not 
large  in  attendance,  was  enthusiastic  and  instructive,  especially  with  respect 
to  Baptist  doctrine  and  methods  of  work.  There  are  at  present  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  (125)  Unions,  with  an  approximate  membership  of 
thirty-five   hundred   (3,500)    in  the   State  of  Alabama. 

If   the   Union   has   not   within   it   the   germ   which,   once   fully   developed, 
solves  the  problem  of  what  to  do  with  our  young  people,  then  what  does  afford 
an  answer  to  this  insistent  question? 
The  Union  cannot  die!

Board  of  Missions,  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  our  right, 
title  and  interest  in  the  timber  connected  with  the  Healing  Springs  School. 
(See  items  10,  21,  56.)

REPORT    ON    SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

To  one  whose  observation  spans  the  quarter  or  third  of  a  century  just 
past  the  achievement  and  development  in  the  Sunday  school  field  must  appeal 
with  force-ful  interest. 

The  great  pendulum  of  time  swings  to  and  fro  and  reaching  its  utmost 
limit  on  either  side  we  seem  to  hear  the  words  ' '  Then,  Now — Then,  Now- 
Then,  Now — . "  Then  the  Sunday  school  may  have  been  defined  as  a  structure 
with  four  walls  and  a  roof  overhead;  now,  an  edifice  honey  combed  with 
apartments  adapted  to  the  highest  needs  of  the  splendid  system  of  graded 
work,  being  prosecuted  as  never  before.  Then  in  many  instances  the  best 
efforts  of  some  of  our  most  earnest  workers  were  but  painful  reminders  of 
our  Lord's  words  as  to  the  blind  leading  the  blind;  now,  we  have  literal 
fulfilment  of  the  prophecy  that  the  wayfaring  man  though  a  fool  need  not 
err.  Then,  the  great  yearning  cry  was  "light,  more  light;"  now,  the  Chris- 
tain  scholarship  of  the  world  is  focussed  on  the  sacred  page  and  truths 
divine  come  mended  from  pen  and  tongue.  If  the  poor  Indian  ' '  Sees  God 
in  clouds  or  hear  Him  in  the  wind,"  can  we — dare  we,  fail  to  hear  him 
speaking  to  us  from  this  wonderful  array  of  silent  but  potent  facts? 

But  the  question  becomes  an  exceedingly  complex  one  when  we  remember 
the  vast  and  varied  needs  of  this  great  cause  within  our  bounds.  From  the 
city  school  with  its  splendid  equipment  of  teachers,  appliances  and  appoint- 
ments down  to  the  remote  country  Sunday  school  where  the  merciless  clutch 
of  environment  seems  to  bar  the  avenues  to  any  appreciable  results.  In  one 
of  these  lately  it  was  noted  that  the  superintendent,  one  of  E.  P.  Roe's  "Well 
meanin'  men,"  and  a  man  above  the  average  of  his  neighbors  in  intelligence 
and  zeal,  taught  the  school  that  our  Lord  called  for  Elias  to  come  and  help 
him  down  from  the  cross- — "and  Elias  wouldn't  come."  He  further  pro- 
pounded the  question,  "Where  did  God  come  from?"  He  was  informed  that 
God  had  no  beginning  and  no  end,  that  he  was  from  everlasting  to  ever- 
lasting; he  smiled  pityingly  at  the  reply  and  opened  his  Bible  to  the  place 
where  it  said,  "God  came  from  Teman  and  the  Holy  One  from  Mount  Paran. " 
His  triumph   and  my  humiliation  were  both   complete. 

In  days  long  gone,  encouraged  by  numerous  cuttings  from  the  birch-wood, 
the  hickory  and  other  trees  of  substantial  fibre,  the  average  urchin  sought 
with  much  diligence  the  "Greatest  common  divisor"  and  "The  least  common 
multiple."  Let  us  apply  this  principle  and  find  some  of  those  elements 
which  will  enter  as  common  factors  and  with  common  efficiency  into  the 
work  of  the  most  destitute  country  Sunday  school  as  well  as  into  that  of  the 
best  equipped  city  Sunday  school. 

1.  Our  Lord  sounded  the  key  note  when  he  put  into  one  word  the 
command  "Go."  We  cannot  delegate  this  work  to  another.  A  great  army 
sleeps  to-day  in  its  tents  and  heeds  not  the  words  of  its  greater  commander — 
"Go" — "Go  ye" — "Go  ye  into  all  the  world" — "preach" — "I  am  with 
you."  Our  laymen  could  and  should  do  missionary  work  at  near-by  and 
distant  country  points:  the  primary  department  of  the  Sunday  schools  of 
the  state  are  almost  overflowing  with  instructors  for  the  little  ones  whose 
presence  and  aid  in  the  destitute  schools  of  the  country  and  in  the  mission 
schools  of  the  city  could,  under  the  Master's  touch,  work  wonderfully,  mar- 
velously  for  his  glory.  One  of  the  "Red  letter"  days  in  the  life  of  the  writer 
was  that  spent  at  a  remote  country  church  where  he  was  asked  to  ' '  Take 
charge  of  the  Sunday  school"  and  where,  standing  with  the  open  book  in 
hand,   the   spirit   of   love   for   Jesus   and   his   ' '  little   ones ' '   in   his   heart,   the 
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entire  congregation  resolved  into  one  "big  class"  with  two  of  those  precious 
jewels  of  the  Master  whom  we  know  as  "Country  preachers"  sitting  before 
him  and  occasionly  rising  deferentially  to  ask  "hard  questions,"  which, 
albeit,  threw  worlds  of  light  on  the  current  lesson — this  labor  of  love  was 
sweetened,  as  it  were,  by  Angels'  fingers.  O,  with  what  thrills  of  rapture 
did  T  seal  up  the  experiences  of  that  mission  and  hand  them  in  to  my  blessed 
Lord  who  is  able  to  keep  that  which  I  have  committed  unto  him  against 
that  day!  Go:  it  is  our  Lord's  command.  Go:  because  of  the  appalling 
ignorance  of  God  's  word  and  the  erroneous  and  defective  methods  of  teaching 
it  where  taught  at  all.  Go:  because  in  scores  of  homes  the  training  hand  of 
christain  love  has  never  touched  those  precious  ones  of  whom  Jesus  said 
"Their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face  of  my  father  which  is  in  heaven," 
and  many  of  whom  could  be  saved  by  a  word  of  kindness  or  a  deed  of  love. 

A  pebble  in  the  streamlet  scant, 

Hath   turned  the   course   of   many  a.  river: 

A   dew-drop   on  the  baby  plant, 

Hath  warped  the  giant  oak  forever. 
2. '  There  is  an  agency  for  good  too  potent  to  escape  mention  here.  It  is 
christian  benevolence:  it  is  but  another  way  of  complying  with  our  Lord's 
command — GO — on  the  part  of  those  who  can  not  go  but  can  send  of  the 
means  with  which  God  has  blessed  them.  How  apply  such  offerings  to  Sunday 
school  work?  (a)  Send  a  special  worker-  such  as  our  own  beloved  Spilman 
into  every  association  in  the  state  to  love — to  fairly  love — our  teachers 
and  pupils  into  the  Christ  life.  (b)  Provide  means  for  many  an  efficient 
worker  who  would  do  mission  work  if  they  were  able  to  transport  themselves 
to  needy  schools,  (c)  Have  the  best  worker  in  each  school  sent  free  of 
expense  to  annual  conventions  or  special  institutes  for  Sunday  school  work. 
In  the  discussion  of  this  report,  the  committee  hopes  that  the  matter  of 
christain  giving  in  direct  connection  with  the  needs  of  the  great  Sunday 
school  cause  shall  be  duly  considered. 

3.  Taking  a  cue  from  the  old  adage  "What  is  everybody's  business 
is  nobody's  business,"  the  committee  recommends  that  each  association 
appoint  a  suitable  person  as  Sunday  school  secretary,  whose  field  of  labor 
shall  be  co-extensive  with  its  own  bounds  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make 
or  cause  to  be  made  stated  missionary  visits  to  the  various  schools;  to  solicit 
the  presence  and  co-operation  of  visiting  workers  from  within  and  without 
the  bounds  of  the  association  and  to  report  to  the  annual  sessions  of  the 
respective   associations. 

4.  The  committee  desires  to  reaffirm  and  recommend  that  clause  in 
the  Sunday  school  report  read  and  adopted  at  Brewton,  three  years  ago, 
intended  to  effect  the  holding  of  a  Sunday  school  institute  in  connection 
with  each  annual  session  of  the  various  associations:  such  institute  to  be 
defined  simply  as  an  extension  of  time  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  the 
annual  report  on  Sunday  schools,  and  embracing  as  many  features  of  Sunday 
school  work  as  may  be  deemed  practicable  and  best  adapted  to  the  diffusion 
of  the  Sunday  school  spirit  throughout  the  bounds  of  the  respective  associa- 
tions. This  work  has  grown  to  such  proportions  that  the  "Sin  of  omission" 
becomes  one  of  fearful  magnitude  when,  as  is  often  the  ease,  an  association 
allows  it  to  pass  with  a  brief  report  written  after  the  assembling  of  the  body 
and  a  sub-committee  for  the  original  appointee.  The  chairman  of  this 
committee  has  available  at  this  writing  minutes  of  only  two  of  the  associa- 
tions of  the  state:  In  one  of  these  the  Sunday  school  report  consists  of  one 
hundred  words  and  was  adopted  with  slight  discussion ;  in  the  other,  the 
report  consists  of  twenty-five  lines  of  ordinary  type  and  was  adopted  without 
discussion.  We  plead  for  favorable  consideration  of  the  recommendation 
above  outlined. 

o.     Because  our  state  convention  consists  mainly  of  ministers  and  further, 
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because  the  pulpit  in  so  many  instances  survives  the  oft-recurring  wreck  of 
the  Sunday  school;  and,  still  further,  because  there  is  no  other  vantage 
ground  like  that  of  the  pulpit  for  speaking  to  the  people  concerning  God's 
will — for  these  reasons  we  would  memorialize  the  ministers  now  present  and 
others  throughout  the  state  to  give  careful  and  prayerful  consideration  to 
the  recommendations  of  this  report  and  secure  proper  recognition  for  them 
in  their  respective  fields. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  deems  it  as  an  imperative  necessity  and  one 
demanding  prompt  and  effective  measures  at  your  hands,  to  see  that  with 
the  extended  and  rapidly  extending  limits  and  requirements  of  the  great 
Sunday  school  field  there  shall  be  a  corresponding  degree  of  intelligent  and 
consecrated  energy  brought  into  requisition:  And  while  it  is  a  fact  too  patent 
to  admit  of  question  that  there  is  to-day  no  gateway  of  approach  ©r  entrance 
into  the  church  of  Christ  through  which  so  many  are  being  admitted  as 
through  that  of  the  Sunday  school  yet  the  humiliating  fact  remains  that 
thousands  of  our  Lord's  professed  disciples  are  asleep  to  the  great  issues 
involved.

Whereas,  We  feel  the  deep  importance  of  the  training  of  our  youth  in 
the  principles  of  Righteousness,  Temperance  and  purity,  giving  them  both 
the  Gospel  and  science,  as  the  "reason"  for  this  "hope"  which  we  strive 
to  implant  in  their  lives,  and 

Whereas,  The  Sunday  School  is  the  agency  through  which  the  church 
influences   and   instructs  the   young,   therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  our  Sunday  School  teachers  and  officers  to  give 
more  attention  to  teaching  the  temperance  lessons  selected  by  the  International 
Lesson  Committee,  especially  that  part  that  relates  to  the  deleterious  effects 
of  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form,  but  particularly  the  habit  of  cigarette 
smoking  by  the  boys  of  this  country. 

56.  J.  Iy.  Gross,  read 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  BOAKD'S  REPORT. 

With  profound  joy  and  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  we  hail  the  coming  of 
the  day  of  prosperity  and  progress  in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  in  our  state. 

Alabama  for  Christ — every  weak  place  strengthened  and  every  breech 
in  the  wall  rebuilt,  till  the  entire  state  redeemed  and  consecrated  becomes  a 
mighty  base  of  supplies  for  sending  the  gospel  to  earth's  remotest  bounds, 
should  be  our  motto  and  to  this  blessed  end  our  State  Board  of  Missions  un- 
der the  wise  and  aggressive  leadership  of  our  Secretary  of  Missions  is  working, 
evidently  enjoying  the  rich  favor  of  God  as  evidenced  by  signs  of  prosperity 
on  every  hand. 

We  congratulate  the  State  Board  on  the  wise  way  of  presenting  its  work 
at  the  present  Convention,  by  hearing  from  the  representatives  in  the  different 
fields,  and  hope  that  in  the  future  the  Convention  will  allow  sufficient  time 
for  every  feature  of  the  work  and  every  department  of  the  needs  and  the 
destitution  in  every  section  to  be  fully  presented. 

By  way  of  emphasizing  we  call  attention  to  the  following  details  of  the 
work. 

APPORTIONMENT. 

1.  The  plan  of  apportionment  has  worked  well  and  we  heartily  commend 
this  principle  and  beg  to  suggest  that  the  Associations  and  churches  increase 
their  apportionment  gradually  from  year  to  year  as  God  has  prospered  us  and 
as  needs  appear. 

SCHEDULES. 

2.  As  the  work  is  enlarging  from  necessity,  this  being  the  price  of  our 
prosperity,  and  as  some  worthy  objects  are  now  and  are  likely  to  be  neglected 
owing  to  the  many  worthy  demands  now  being  made  upon  us,  we  believe  that 
the  matter  of  arranging  some  well  ordered  system  or  schedule  of  offerings 
whereby  each  cause  shall  receive  due  meat  in  its  season — allowing  none  to 
starve  and  almost  die,  but  keeping  all  in  good  working  trim,  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  just  at  this  time  when  we  are  hoping  for  larger  things. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee,  to  be  called  the  Co-operative 
Committee,  of  five  of  our  wisest  and  most  discreet  brethren,  be  appointed  to 
recommend  to  the  next  session  of  our  Convention  a  schedule  of  offerings 
sufficiently  elastic  to  meet  the  environments  of  each  local  field  and  at  the 
same  time  sufficiently  systematic  to  keep  the  streams  of  our  gifts  constantly 
and  regularly  flowing  into  our  treasury  so  that  the  gospel  mill  will  just 
keep  on  grinding. 

EVANGELISM. 

3.  With  glad  hearts  we  have  heard  the  earnest  cry  coming  up  from  many 
quarters  for  a  more  wide  spread  revival,  for  more  evangelistic  preachers  and 
preaching.  And  we  would  to  God  that  more  of  our  preachers  would  seek  to 
develop  this  gift  also;  so  that  we  might  have  a  great  army  of  pastor-evan- 
gelists helping  their  fellow  pastors  to  win  new  converts  to  the  kingdom  with- 
out which   we   must   ultimately   die. 

We  beg  to  suggest  that  the  pastors  in  each  Association  bind  themselves 
more  closely  together  for  counsel  and  for  the  purpose  of  a  more  perfect  devel- 
opment within  their  own  bodies,  helping  the  weak  churches,  building  up  the 
waste  places,  and  building  new  churches  where  needed. 

We  also  suggest  that  our  city  pastors  could  do  themselves  and  the  cause 
great  good  by  going  out  into  the  surrounding  country  and  holding  meetings. 

MISSION  SCHOOLS. 

5.  We  heartily  commend  the  policy  of  the  Board  in  accepting  and  sup- 
porting our  Mission  schools,  for  we  believe  that  they  may  be  made  a  mighty 
christianizing  as  well  as  elevating  and  refining  agency.  And  we  suggest  that 
that  Board  according  to  the  means  at  hand  establish  additional  schools 
wherever  it  may  be  deemed  wise. 
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6.  We  recommend  that  enlarged  effort  be  made  to  secure  funds  with 
which  to  employ  our  Ministerial  students  to  do  Missionary  and  Colportage 
work  during  their  vacation. 

CO-OPERATIVE  COMMITTEE. 
7.  We  recommend  that  a  standing  committee  of  five  be  created,  of  which  the 
Secretary  of  Missions  shall  ex-officio  be  a  member,  which  shall  be  called  the  Co- 
operative Committee,  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  furnish  each  session  of  the 
Convention  with  a  budget  of  the  different  needs  of  our  denominational  life 
and  as  far  as  possible  from  time  to  time  apportion  the  several  amounts  for 
the  different  causes  to  the  different  Associations  and  churches  and  do  such 
other  work  as  shall  be  helpful  to  the  development  of  all  our  people  in  regular 
systematic  Biblical  giving  for  all  the  work  fostered  by  the  Convention. 

And  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary  be  appropriated  by  the  State  Board  for  the  expenses  of  this  com- 
mittee. 

In  conclusion  we  may  be  allowed  to  express  our  gratitude  to  our  gracious 
heavenly  Father  for  giving  to  His  cause  in  the  State  of  Alabama  our  wise, 
consecrated  and  efficient  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Missions.

In  view  of  the  wide-spread  and  ever-increasing  interest  in  evangelism 
and  of  the  great  need  of  more  pastor-evangelists  and  of  a  saner  type  of  regu- 
lar evangelists,  we  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  from 
this  Convention  to  confer  with  our  Sunday  School  Board  and  the  Trustees 
and  Faculty  of  our  Seminary  to  take  into  consideration  the  advisability  of 
having  an  annual  course  of  lectures  in  our  Seminary  upon  the  subject  of 
soul  winning  or  some  feature  of  evangelism  by  a  wise  expert  in  this  depart- 
ment of  the  Master's  work. 

The  President  appointed  as  the  Committee  under  the  forego- 
ing resolution,  E.  M.  Stewart,  T.  M.  Callaway,  and  A.  G.  Mose- 
ley.

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recognize  with  grateful  hearts  the 
abundant  hospitality,  and  the  perfect  arrangements  for  the  comfort  of  the 
delegates  and  visitors  to  this  Convention  by  the  Parker  Memorial  Church,  and 
the  citizens  of  Anniston  and  Oxford.

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CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  "The  Alabama  Baptist  State 
Convention,"  and  shall  consist:  (1)  of  three  delegates  from  each  Baptist 
District  Association  in  Alabama,  co-operating  with  this  convention,  if  said 
Association  shall  have  five  hundred  members,  or  under,  and  one  additional 
delegate  for  every  five  hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  above  that 
number,  whose  annual  election  or  appointment  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the 
printed  minutes,  or  certificate  of  an  officer  of  the  Association  represented  by 
them;  (2)  of  one  delegate  from  each  church,  co-operating  with  this  Conven- 
tion, if  said  church  shall  have  fifty  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  above  that 
number;  (3)  of  persons  who  contribute  funds,  or  are  representatives  of 
churches  contributing  funds  for  the  regular  work  of  this  Convention,  on  the 
basis  of  one  representative  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  actually  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Boards  of  this  Convention  during  the  fiscal  year  preceding 
its  assembling.  But  in  all  cases  must  delegates  to  this  body  be  brethren  of 
Baptist   churches   in   good   standing. 

ART.  II.  The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  First  and 
Second  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  together  with 
a  Board  of  Directors,  as  hereinafter  named,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  meeting,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

ART.  III.  The  President,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  in  their  order,  shall  preside  at  all  deliberations  of  the  Convention, 
and  discharge  the  duties  usually  imposed  upon  an  executive  officer  of 
deliberate  bodies. 

ART.  IV.  The  Secretary  shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Convention,  and  soon  after  the  rising  of  each  regular  meeting  of  the  body, 
shall  attend  to  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  minutes  of  the  same,  of 
which  he  shall  preserve  a  file,  which  file  shall  constitute  the  authentic  record 
of  the  Convention.  He  shall  also  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  body.  For 
his  services  he  may  receive  a  reasonable  compensation.  The  printing  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Convention,  and  the  compensation  of  the  Secretary,  shall  be 
paid  for  by  a  pro  rata  taken  from  the  funds  sent  for  the  various  objects 
fostered  by  this  body  each  year. 

ART.  V.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Convention, 
and  hold  the  same,  subject  to  the  order  of  this  body,  or  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention:  and  he  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall  be  audited  and  published 
with  the  minutes. 

ART.  VI.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  with 
nine  other  brethren,  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall 
form  a  quorum,  authorized  to  transact  any  business  of  the  Convention  during 
recess  thereof,  and  shall  report  their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  Convention. 

ART.  VII.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  whenever  the  exigency  of  the  circumstances  may,  in  his 
judgment,   require  the   same. 

ART.  VIII.  The  design  of  this  Convention  shall  be  to  elicit,  combine  and 
direct  the  energies  of  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  in  one  sacred  effort  to  en- 
courage and  promote,  (1)  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  in  this  State,  and, 
through  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  in  the  destitute  parts  of  the  world; 
(2)  the  education  of  those  it  believes  called  of  God  to  the  ministry; (3)  the 
education  of  the  youth  of  our  country;  (4)  the  publication  and  distribution 
of  the  Word  of  God  and  other  literature;  (5)the  organization  and  usefulness 
of  Sunday  Schools  and  other  religious  and  educational  movements  it  may 
deem  promotive  of  the  interests  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  sanctioned 
by  the  Word  of  God. 
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ART.  IX.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  supreme  control  of  any  Literary 
or  Theological  Institution,  which  has  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  organized  in 
this  body;  and  it  shall  choose  for  such  institution  a  Board  of  twenty-four 
Trustees,  to  serve  for  six  years,  of  whom  one-third  shall  go  out  of  office 
biennially;  and  the  said  Trustees  shall,  on  all  occasions,  be  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  Convention,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  this  body  on  the 
state  of  such  institution. 

ART.  X.  The  Convention  may  receive  funds  from  all  such  as  may  be 
disposed  to  aid  in  any  of  the  benevolent  purposes  mentioned  in  the  8th  Article, 
and  it  shall  faithfully  apply  funds  contributed  to  the  ofjects  which  may  be 
designated  by  the  donors,  a  portion,  however,  being  taken  pro  rata  from  the 
same  for  contingent  expenses,  in  the  event  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  general 
fund  for  that  purpose. 

ART.  XI.  The  Convention  may  employ  agents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
make  collections,  obtain  subscriptions  from  Societies,  solicit  churches  and 
associations  to  unite  with  the  Convention,  and  to  further  all  objects  of  this 
body. 

ART.  XII.  The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  send  delegates  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  to  any  other  assembly  with  which,  in  its 
wisdom,  it  may  wish  to  communicate. 

ART.  XIII.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint. 

ART.  XIV.  The  funds  of  the  Convention  shall  consist  of  voluntary  con- 
tributions or  donations  and  not  otherwise. 

ART.  XV.  The  Convention  disclaims  all  right  of  exercising  authority 
over  any  church  or  association,  hereby  acknowledging  that  every  church  is 
independent,  and,  within  its  own  sphere,  is  accountable  to  no  body  of  men 
on  earth. 

ART.  XVI.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  con- 
currence of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting,  but 
not  so  as  to  infringe  the  15th  Article. 

ART.  XVII.  All  amendments  or  alterations  of  this  Constitution  shall 
be  proposed  at  one  session  and  acted  upon  at  the  next. 

Kerf  oot 's  "Parliamentary  Law"  and  Mell 's  "Parliamentary  Practice," 
so  far  as  applicable,  have  been  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Convention, 
the  former  to  govern  in  points  where  they  conflict.  (Item  19-1900.) 
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PREACHERS*  CONFERENCE. 

The  Preachers'  Conference  met  at   Anniston,  Alabama,  on  July  19,   1304. 

Devotional   exercises   were   conducted   by   P.   M.   Jones. 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  J.  M.  Shelburne,  and  organization  effected 
by  the  election  of  George  E.  Brewer,  as  President,  and  W.  A.  McCain,  as 
Secretary. 

A.  J.  Dickinson  moved  that  the  Preachers'  Conference  be  made  a  per- 
manent organization,  and  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  report  a  plan.  Motion 
prevailed  and  A.  J.  Dickinson,  S.  0.  Y.  Ray  and  L.  O.  Dawson,  were  appointed 
the  Committee. 

A.  J.  Dickinson  moved  that  this  body  request  the  Sunday  School  Board 
to  take  under  advisement  the  preparation  of  a   Pastors'   Hand-book. 

A.  C.  Davidson  was  asked  to  convey  the  request. 

The  first  topic  on  the  programme  was: 

"TRUE   EVANGELISM." 
J.  F.  Gable  read  a  paper  on  this  subject,  prepared  by  W.  J.  E.  Cox. 

A  general  discussion  followed,  participated  in  by  J.  F.  Gable,  J.  V. 
Dickinson,  J.  W.  O'Hara,  A.  J.  Preston,  T.  V.  Neal,  and  J.  E.  Barnard. 

The  second  topic: 

"THE  DIVORCE  QUESTION," 
was  led  by  A.  J.  Preston.  A  general  discussion  followed  by  J.  M.  Shelburne,  L.  M. 
Bradley,  A.  J.  Dickinson,  W.  A.  Taliaferro,  and  J.  M.  Thomas.  The  following 
resolution  was  adopted:  Resolved:  That  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Alabama 
Baptist  Ministers'  Conference,  and  we  desire  to  thus  put  ourselves  on  record, 
that  we  ought  not,  and  will  not,  perform  the  marriage  rite  for  persons  divorced 
on  grounds  other  than  that  allowed  in  Scripture.

Bro.  L.  O.  Dawson  read  a  paper  on  this  subject,  which  was  ordered  put 
in  Tract  Form.

Hubbard. 

The  Committee  on  plan  of  organization  made  the  following  report: 

This  Organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Preachers'  Conference  of  the 
Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention. 

II. 

Its  purpose  shall  be  to  cultivate  among  the  Pastors  of  the  State  a  spirit 
of  fellowship  and  co-operation,  mutual  helpfulness  unto  a  more  efficient 
service  in  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  and  to  promote  the  usefulness  of  its 
members  in  any  and  every  way  it  may  deem  wise. 

III. 

It's  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents  and  a  Secretary, 
who  shall  perform  the  usual  functions  of  these  offices,  and  besides  they  shall 
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constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  provide  programme,  place  and  speakers 
for  the  next  meeting. 

IV. 
Any  Baptist  Pastor  or  Preacher,  member  of  a  regular  Baptist  church,  is 
entitled  to  membership  in  this  Organization  and  may  obtain  a  seat  by  giving 
his   name   to   the   Secretary. 

V. 
It   shall   meet   annually  the   day  before   the   Alabama  Baptist   State   Con- 
vention,  or  at   such   other  time   and  place   as  the   Executive   Committee  shall 
determine.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDENT. 
In  one  sense  life  is  measured  by  number  of  days  and  length  of  years — in 
another  sense,  life  is  to  be  measured  by  what  we  think,  learn,  achieve,  attain 
and  become.  The  question  then  for  each  one  is — Has  the  year  past  brought 
to  us  knowledge  of  the  great  outlying  world,  of  its  needs,  and  our  relations 
to  those  needs?  Have  we  increased  in  knowledge  and  zeal,  has  the  desire  for 
the  oncoming  of  His  Kingdom  taken  a  deeper  hold  of  our  hearts,  are  we  willing 
to  deny  ourselves  and  follow  where  He  leads?  Are  we  in  the  way?  One  o? 
the  most  beautiful  narrations  of  the  Old  Testament  is  the  journey  of  Eleazer 
to  find  a  wife  for  his  master's  son.  He  was  sent  by  Abraham  on  a  long  journey 
and  to  fulfill  a  delicate  and  difficult  mission,  he  was  successful,  and  he  tells 
us  why:  "I  being  in  the  way  the  Lord  led  me."  Dr.  Taylor  says  that  Eleazer 
menus  three  things  by  being  in  the  way,  namely,  duty,  faith  and  prayer.  He 
undertook  the  long  and  perilous  journey  in  obedience  to  his  master's  command. 
Faithfully  following  the  instructions  given,  he  was  sustained  through  all  the 
perils  by  faith  in  Abraham  and  Abraham 's  God.  He  prayed  that  God  would 
give  him  good  speed  and  show  kindness  to  his  master.  The  special  lesson  for 
us  in  this  narrative  is,  ' '  If  we  women  expect  God  to  answer  our  prayers  for 
the  success  of  our  work,  we  must  be  in  the  way."  John  emphasizes  this  when 
he  says:  "Whatsoever  we  ask,  we  receive  of  Him  because  we  keep  his  com- 
mandments, and  do  them."  The  women  of  Alabama  are  apportioned  this 
year,  five  thousand  dollars  for  Foreign,  and  three  thousand  dollars  for  Home 
Missions.  Can  we  reach  this  high  mark?  Yes,  if  we  remember  whose  we  are 
and  whom  we  serve;  and  keep  in  mind  the  power  of  the  invincible  God:  "All 
power  is  given  me  in  heaven  and  earth,"  precedes  the  great  commission,  fol- 
lowed by  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway. "  We  have  pledged  assurance  of  His 
power  to  accomplish  whatsoever  we  ask  of  Him,  if  like  Eleazer  we  be  found 
in  the  way. 
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The  most  important  matter  before  our  women  is  greater  consecration  and 
loyalty  to  our  Lord.  The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  is  the  most  important 
in  congress.  The  means  must  come  or  the  wheels  of  government  stop.  But 
so  important  are  the  ways  by  which  they  are  to  come,  that  they  are  given 
the  first  place  on  the  committee. 

Our  Boards,  as  well  as  our  Executive  Committee  of  W.  M.  U.,  recommend 
systematic  and  proportionate  giving  and  the  apportionment  of  the  amount 
desired,  among  the  various  associations  of  the  south.  We  inaugurated  this 
last  year,  and  we  attribute  in  a  measure  our  success  to  this  plan.  We  would 
also  urge  that  greater  interest  be  taken  in  our  State  Mission  Work.  Our  State 
Organizer  in  going  over  the  field  has  found  in  many  places,  little  knowledge 
of  our  organized  work,  and  as  she  has  told  of  our  work  in  far  off  China  and 
Japan,  it  has  seemed  like  an  idle  tale.  Two  Mormon  churches  have  been 
established  in  the  southern  part  of  our  state.  Think  of  this,  women  of  Ala- 
bama, while  we  have  slept  the  enemy  has  sown  tares. 

Prominence  is  given  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Boards  to  young  peo- 
ple's  work.  The  Home  Board  says:  "We  commend  to  you  most  earnestly  and 
affectionately,  the  training  of  our  young  people  in  this  great  work  of  Missions," 
and  in  order  to  awaken  greater  zeal  and  consecration,  a  definite  work  is 
suggested.  Appeals  are  made  for  Bands  and  Societies  of  young  women  to 
raise  in  each  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  for  desks  in  schools  or  teachers  for 
Chinese  women,  and  has  not  the  time  come  when  our  young  women  will  hear 
the  cry  from  far  off  China  from  our  loved  missionary,  "Send  me  a  helper," 
and  some  one  be  ready  to  exclaim  like  Isaiah  of  old,  "here  am  I!  Send  me?" 
So  many  cries  come  to  us  from  out  the  darkness,  so  many  calls  for  help,  that 
we  need  increased  wisdom  and  strength.  Standing  on  a  low  plane  the  horizon 
is  a  narrow  line,  but  as  in  the  natural  world,  so  in  the  world  of  thought,  the 
higher  we  ascend,  the  more  extensive  becomes  our  horizon,  until  it  extends, 
and  embraces  the  whole  earth.  We  cannot  close  without  expressing  our  grati- 
tude for  the  success  that  has  crowned  the  efforts  of  the  past  year,  nobly  did 
our  women  respond  to  the  call  for  increased  giving  and  along  all  lines  a  for- 
ward movement  has  been  made.  But  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  our 
great  work,  in  fields  ready  to  harvest,  more  laborers  must  be  sent  and  in- 
creased giving  is  urgently  called  for.  May  we  have  the  guiding  of  the  Spirit 
as  we  plan  for  the  coming  year.  Let  us  ask  with  faith,  believing  that  he  will 
hear. 

"Faith    cannot    go    unanswered, 

Her  feet  were  firmly  planted  on  the  rock, 

Amidst  the  wildest  storms  she  stands  undaunted, 

Nor  quails  before  the  loudest  thunder  shock. 

She  knows  Omnipotence  has  heard  her  prayer, 

And  cries  'It  shall  be  done,  sometimes,  somewhere.'  "

The  work  of  the  year  was  given  in    the    following   reports, 
which  were  read  and  adopted. 
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REPORT  OF    CORRESPONDING    SECRETARY. 
Your  Committee  is  rejoiced  to  report  a  most  successful  year's  work. 
The  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  been  followed  as 
in  former  years. 

Christmas  offerings  amounted  to  $568.  There  has  been  a  steady  growth  in 
this  offering  for  four  years. 

Home  Mission  collections  during  March  were  larger  than  any  previous 
year.  After  receiving  the  delayed  leaflets,  special  effort  was  made  for  the 
I.  T.  Tichenor  Memorial  Fund.  In  the  limited  time  allotted,  over  $600  was 
contributed  and  reported  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Since  then  other 
gifts  have  been  added  and  the  sum  is  now  $644.35.  The  First  church  of  Mont- 
gomery gave  $110,  and  Southside  church  of  Birmingham  gave  $100  toward 
this  worthy  cause.  What  other  church  will  emulate  their  munificence?  "We 
hope  to  give  not  less  than  $1,000  as  a  loving  tribute  to  this  great  man. 

Forty-four  boxes  were  sent  to  Frontier  Missionaries,  valued  at  $3,2S4.64. 

A  number  of  Societies  and  Sunbeam  Bands  care  for  an  orphan  at  the  Home 
and  send  boxes  of  clothing  every  spring  and  fall. 

Nine  Associational  Vice  Presidents'  have  resigned  during  the  year.  The 
resignation  of  five  was  caused  by  removal  from  the  association.  Four  Vice-

Our  incomparable  State  Organizer  has  visited  the  different  portions  of  the 
state,  organizing  societies,  explaining  the  work,  distributing  literature  and 
strengthening  the  weak  places.     We  are  delighted  with  the  results. 

The  committee  again  urges  increased  contributions  to  State  Missions,  the 
store  house  from  whence  other  missions  draw  their  supplies.  The  State  Board 
furnishes  oiir  State  Organizer,  pays  the  expenses  of  the  Central  Committee,  and 
is  ever  ready  to  assist  in  Woman 's  work. 

The  Central  Committee  heartily  endorse  the  Howard  College  co-operative 
association,  and  are  glad  to  report  that  through  its  influence  22  rooms  in  Ren- 
froe  Hall  have  been  furnished  at  a  cost  of  $770,  a  reception  room  fitted  out, 
two  rooms  well  equipped  for  the  hospital,  handsome  chairs  for  tlie  rostrum,  and 
a  large  number  of  donations,  too  small  to  mention  perhaps,  but  very  acceptable 
to  the  college.

REPORT  ON  SUNBEAM  WORK. 

There  was  nothing  more  pleasing  in  the  last  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  than  the  noticeable  increased  interest  in 
Young  People's  work.  That  this  important  subject  lies  heavy  upon  the  hearts 
of  God's  children  promises  in  the  future  "great  things,  whereof  we  shall  be 
glad. ' '  There  is  no  sowing  that  can  be  done  in  greater  hope  than  this  tilling 
of  the  soil  in  young  and  responsive  hearts.  Here  it  is  we  help  to  answer  our 
own  prayers,  when  like  David  we  ask  that  we  may  "see  the  work  of  our 
hands  established."  Fruition  follows  so  close  upon  the  heels  of  faithful 
sowing  that  it  is  like  watching  with  our  own  eyes  the  gradual  unfolding  of 
the  bud  into  the  blossom,  or  beholding  the  bursting  of  the  evening  glory  into 
its  immaculate  radiance,  even  in  the  twinkling  of  the  eye. 

The  importance  of  pressing  this  work  has  brought  to  mind  the  necessity 
of  providing  means,  wherewith  to  accomplish  it.  Consequently  more  litera- 
ture has  been  put  at  the  disposal  of  Band  Leaders,  than  ever  before  in  the 
history  of  our  Woman  's  Missionary  Union.  The  value  of  this  department  in 
the  "Foreign  Mission  Journal"  and  in  "Kind  Words"  cannot  be  exaggerated, 
but  the  providing  of  free  programs  by  the  Central  Committee,  Alabama,  has 
been  a  potent  factor  in  bringing  up  the  work  in  our  State.  There  is  nothing 
original  in  this  plan,  as  far  as  our  Central  Committee  is  concerned,  you  remem- 
ber that  Rev.  George  Braxton  Taylor,  in  inaugurating  Sunbeam  work  found 
it  necessary  to  provide  free  helps  for  those  who  though  willing  to  carry  on 
the  work,  had  neither  time  nor  opportunity  for  providing  programs.  I  do  not 
feel  as  though  I  am  speaking  unadvisably  when  I  say  that  after  going  among 
our  people  constantly  of  late,  I  know  they  are  not  able  to  pay  for  the  very 
helps  they  most  need.  It  will  be  gratifying  to  our  women  to  hear  that  after 
very  kind  commendation  had  been  given  the  program  issued  monthly  by  the 
Central  Committee,  Alabama,  in  the  Sunbeam  column  of  the  Religious  Herald, 
Va.,  no  less  than  fifteen  Bands  wrote  for  sample  copies.  One  of  the  Virginia 
workers  wrote:  "I  am  so  glad  that  some  of  our  leaders  are  devoting  their 
time  and  talents  toward  filling  this  long  felt  need."  It  is  our  pleasure  to 
have  on  our  mailing  list  names  from  no  less  than  eight  states,  to  whom  we 
send  a  single  copy  each  month. 

The  growth  in  number  of  Bands  and  in  the  increase  of  funds  sent  up  for 
Missions  should  be  attributed  largely  to  the  fact  that  it  is  easier  now  than 
formerly  to  procure  Leaders,  and  with  increased  information  come  increased 
contributions.  For  years  the  amount  given  for  Church  Aid  was  far  and  away 
beyond  the  amounts  given  for  Missions,  now

CONSTITUTION  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  OF  ALABAMA. 

Preamble. 
We,  the  women  of  the  Baptist  Churches  of  Alabama,  desirous  of  stimulat- 
ing the  Missionary  spirit  and  the  grace  of  giving  among  the  women  and  child- 
ren of  the  churches,  and  aiding  in  collecting  funds  for  Missionary  purposes, 
to  be  disbursed  by  the  State  Mission  Board  and  the  Boards  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  adopt  the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 
Article    I.     Name.     This    organization    shall    be    known    as    the    Woman's 
Missionary  Union  of  Alabama,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Alabama  Baptist 
State  Convention. 

Article  II.  Object  The  two-fold  object  of  this  Missionary  Union  shall 
be: 

1.  To  distribute  Missionary  information,  to  stimulate  effort,  and  to 
encourage  the  organization  of  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  and  Children's 
Mission   Bands. 

2.  To  encourage  the  earnest,  systematic  co-operation  of  women  and 
children  in  contributing  money  for  Missions  at  home  and  abroad. 

Article  III.  Powers.  It  shall  have  power  to  form  rules,  make  arrange- 
ments and  appoint  committees  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  work. 

Article  IV.  Officers.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Band  Superintendent,  a 
Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  and  five  others;  these  five  shall  reside  in  or  near  Bir- 
mingham.    The  whole  are  to  be  known  as  the  Central  Committee. 

Article  V.  Annual  Meeting.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  each  year 
in  connection  with  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention,  at  the  day  and 
hour  designated  at  the  previous  meeting  of  the  Union. 

Article  VI.  .  Representation.  Each  society  shall  be  entitled  to  two 
delegates,  except  the  society  entertaining,  which  body  shall  be  entitled  to  five. 
The  officers  of  the  Union  and  members  of  the  Central  Committee  shall  be 
delegates  ex-officio.  Only  such  delegates  as  are  personally  present  and  duly 
accredited  by  the  Union,  or  by  the  societies  they  represent,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote.

Article  VII.  Conduct  of  Meetings.  Every  session  of  the  Union  shall 
be  opened  and  closed  with  religious  exercises. 

Article  VIII.  Amendments.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be 
altered  or  amended  only  at  the  regular  annual  meeting,  and  at  that  time  only 
by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  delegates  actually  enrolled;  but  for  the 
transaction  of  any  other  business  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  bv  those 
present  shall  be  sufficient. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  Elections.  All  officers  of  the  Union  and  members  of  the  Central 
Committee  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Union  through  a  duly  appointed 
nominating  committee. 

2.  President.  The  President  shall  preside  at  tlie  annual  meetings,  and 
appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

3.  Associational  Vice-Presidents.  The  Associationa  1  Vice-Presidents 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Central  Committee.  They  shall  keep  in  close  touch 
by  correspondence  with  the  State  Organizer,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
the  officers  of  all  Women 's  Missionary  Societies  and  Children 's  Bands  in  all 
the  churches  of  their  Association.  They  shall  assist  the  societies  in  forming 
an  Associational  Union,  which  shall  meet  annually.  In  the  absence  of  the 
President  of  the  Associational  Union,  they  shall  preside  at  the  meeting. 

4.  Corresponding  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  all  societies,  with  the  names  of  churches 
classified  by  associations,  and  the  addresses  of  the  officers  of  these  societies. 
She  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Union,  present  reports  of  the 
condition  of  the  work  at  the  annual  meetings,  and  keep  a  record  book  as  a 
source  of  information. 

5.  Recording  Secretary.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate 
record  of  the  annual  and  special  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
She  shall  also  notify  officers  of  their  election  and  committees  of  their 
appointment,  and  shall  perform  other  duties  usual  to  her  office. 

6.  Band  Superintendents.  The  Band  Superintendent  shall,  with  the 
co-operation  of  pastors,  Vice-Presidents,  State  Organizer  and  officers  of 
societies,  seek  to  organize  the  children  for  efficient,  systematic  mission  work. 
She  shall,  through  correspondence  and  the  columns  of  our  state  paper,  seek 
to  enlist  the  children  in  mission  work.     She  shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

7.  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  money  received 
and  disbursements  made,  and  record  of  all  reports  of  money  contributed  and 
disbursed  by  societies  reporting.  She  shall  follow  specific  directions  of  the 
donors  and  make  a  detailed  report  at  the  annual  meeting.  She  shall  perform 
all  other  duties  pertain::  ~  to  her  office. 

8.  Auditor.  The  duties  of  Auditor  shall  be  those  usually  pertaining 
to  that  office. 

9.  Central  Committee.  The  Central  Committee  shall  carry  out  the  in- 
structions of  the  Union  and  transact  all  business  between  its  sessions.  It 
shall  meet  monthly,  and  oftener  when  necessary.  Five  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum.     The  Committee  shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

10.  Associational  Vice-Presidents'  Expense  Fund.  Each  society  shall  be 
requested  to  contribute  ten  cents  a  member  annually  as  an  expense  fund  for 
the  Associational  Vice-Presidents,  this  amount  to  be  forwarded  to  them 
instead   of  to   the   Central   Committee.
